No, 11826. COTTONSEED MEAL. 

One of the commercial agents of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce reports that a large whole- 
sale house at a European port handling all 
kinds of feedstuffs, including cottonseed meal, 
could enlarge the cottonseed meal business with 
better connections in the United States. This 
firm wants names of American oil mills in 
need of competent representation.

THE NEW COCAINE REGULATION. 


Cocaine sales have reached a point in 
this country where they clearly call for 
more drastic prohibitory measures 
than have yet come into operation. 
The illegitimate use of the alkaloid 
has increased to such an extent that 
it threatens to undermine the health 
and morals of a large portion of many 
communities. Not only have the deni- 
zens of the underworld taken to the 
drug to an extent which makes them 
reckless and irresponsible and _ their 
reclamation practically hopeless, but 
laborers, especially among the negroes 
of the South, and self-indulgent and 
partially degenerate people of wealth 
have become its victims in numbers 
which grow with alarming rapidity. 
Reports are not lacking of the use of 
the drug in considerable quantity by 
even school children, vicious victims 
of the cocaine habit, who have the ar- 
ticle for sale at a large profit, being 
always on the lookout for new avenues 
of distribution. 

Laws aimed at the unholy traffic 
have been passed in many States, but 
these seem to have the effect, princi- 
pally, of diverting this traffic from its 
former channels. Buyers who can- 
not obtain their supplies from dealers 
in their own States have little diffi- 
culty in getting from dealers in other 
States all the cocaine they can pay for. 
There is an urgent demand for an 
estoppel of this interstate trade. 

About two yars ago (see the Re- 
porter for December 18, 1911, page 9) 
there was issued a tentative food in- 
spection decision, the object of which 
was to require of all dealers in cocaine 
such declaration as would put an end 
to the indiscriminate sale of the drug. 
This tentative decision was never 
promulgated. In the Reporter a few 
weeks ago (September 8, page 11) was 
printed another government regulation, 
more drastic than the tentative food 
and drug decision, having the same 
object. In our news coiumns this week 
appears Washington correspondence 
concerning this Treasury order, and 
an account of efforts made by repre- 
sentatives of the wholesale trade to 
have the order suspended until the pas- 
sage by Congress of the Harrison anti- 
narcotic bill. Naturally, when this 
bill becomes a law it will take pre- 
cedence over the Treasury order and 
render it useless. 

It is understood in the trade that 
at the present time the Treasury order 
reaches only one manufacturer and his 
customers, as only this manufacturer 
has imported any coca leaves since 


the order was put into operation. In 
explanation of this it may be stated 
that the United States Government 
comes into contact with the manufac- 
turers of cocaine only at its custom 
houses, and while it may be possible 
for the government to admit into the 
country coca and its preparations only 
on such conditions regulating its final 
disposition as it may choose to make 
under the law, when the drug has once 
passed through a custom house, the 
federal officials are powerless to recall 
it and affix to it any of their regula- 
tions regarding its sale. 

At this time the entire question is 
in a decidedly unsettled state, the of- 
ficials of the Department of Agriculture 
refusing to speak for publication con- 
cerning it except to say that in a few 
weeks the Secretary expects to be able 
to give such consideration to the regu- 
lations for the enforcement of the order 
as their importance warrants. By that 
time it is not impossible that the Sen- 
ate will have enacted the Harrison 
bill which the House of Representa- 
tives has already passed. In the mean- 
time, with the exception of the one 
manufacturer referred to, the balance 
of the trade seems to be proceeding 
with its cocaine business as_ before 
waiting, watching, hoping.

CAUSTIC POTASH TRADE WAR. 


Competition between domestic and 
foreign caustic potash interests has 
reached a keenness that promises to 
make it one of the most vital develop- 
ments the chemical trade has experi- 
enced in recent months and on the 
present outlook there is little to en- 
courage any abatement of the spirit 
of aggressiveness as was lately oc- 
casioned in the markets for caustic 
soda and soda ash after the most 
drastic controversy the trade had been 
obliged to endure. In the case of caus- 
tic potash, the opportunity for carry- 
ing the fight to more radical limits 
than was the outcome of the caustic 
soda and soda ash warring tactics, 
lends an element of particular signifi- 
cance to the potash situation. For- 
eign potash interests were the first 
to vary the even course of the local 
market, the booking of important con- 
tracts for 1914 proving an unusually 
keen initiative for price concessions. 

American producers were not to be 
outwitted at this critical issue, par- 
ticularly as they were prepared to es- 
tablish their output for next year on 
a much more formidable scale, and 
whatever concessions were Offered by 
representatives of the imported prod- 
uct were fully and readily met by 
their trade rivals. 

It is on the promise of a sharply 
increased production of caustic pot- 
ash in this country by next year, that 
the possibilities of the future market 
would seem to be dominated. The cur- 
rent annual output is placed at about 
6,000,000 pounds and, according to ap- 
parently credible advices, domestic in- 
terests have equipped their plants 
whereby a total capacity of 20,000,000 
pounds a year may be reached. On 
what justification this radical expan- 
sion of production has been encouraged 
is a question that is prompting 
much discussion among the concerned 
trade interests. Doubt has been ex- 
pressed as to whether the country’s 
yearly consumption is very much in 
excess of 12,000,000 pounds. Accord- 
ing to the record of imports for the 
fiscal year ending June, 1913, we de- 
pended upon foreign sources to the 
extent of 8,806,805 pounds of caustic 
potash, not in sticks or rolls, or near- 
ly 400,000 pounds more than our re- 
quirements for the previous twelve 
months. Allowing 6,000,000 pounds as 
the domestic output, the country’s

consuming wants would seem to be 
safely covered under the existing con- 
ditions. So far as can be learned, no 
new fields of magnitude have been de- 
veloped to stimulate our producers to 
a more than treble expansion, and 
while the various soap trades, which 
are the leading chanels of absorp- 
tion, are undoubtedly taking increas- 
ing quantities of caustic potash each 
year, the growth along these lines is 
necessarily gradual and is not calcu- 
lated to demand any extraordinary ef- 
forts on the part of our manufactur- 
ers or importers to keep pace with 
the growing requirements. Probably 
the most reasonable basis for the en- 
largement of the American production 
was primarily to play a more repre- 
sentative part in the domestic mar- 
kets, and with this ambition fulfilled 
to extend the field of activities to for- 
eign channels. Already the campaign 
to exploit the American product 
aproad is said to have reached an ef- 
fective stage, with sizable quantities 
going to several of the leading Euro- 
pean markets. 

A question of economical principles 
has been raised as to the underlying 
conditions affecting the production of 
caustic potash in this country and 
abroad. We are dependent for the 
basic material, muriate of potash, upon 
Germany, which controls all potash 
supplies and the refinement of muriate 
into caustic and other salts is con- 
ducted upon an extensive scale, and 
are what would seem to minimize to 
the finest degree the cost of opera- 
tions. By the electrolytic process em- 
ployed in this country, muriatic acid 
and bleaching powder are valuable 
by-products in the treatment for caus- 
tic potash, and a further advantage 
of this process is its adaptability to 
the making of caustic soda, giving 
the same by-products as in the case 
of potash, but necessarily eliminating 
potash where soda is the primary ob- 
jective. It may be of interest in this 
connection to repeat part of a state- 
ment made by a representative of an 
American producing concern last Jan- 
uary, during the tariff consideration in 
the House, on behalf of providing for 
a duty on the almost pure caustic 
potash packed in drums and barrels. 

This reference is as follows:— 

“Unless we secure the _ protection 
asked we must go out of the caustic 
potash business and leave the field to 
German competitors, confining our 
manufacture to caustic soda.” 

As the tariff bill was enacted, caus- 
tic potash of the high standard con- 
sumed in this country, is left on the 
free list, and it is only in respect to 
the lower grades under the _ para- 
graph containing the restriction on 
caustic soda content that a duty is 
imposed. The effect of the intensity 
of trade rivalry has established the 
market on an open basis of four cents 
for 1914 contracts of ninety per cent. 
caustic, one-half a cent below the 
level at which current 
were booked. Contracts covering 1912 
deliveries were entered at five and one- 
eighth cents. The keenness to close 
business at the current quotation is 
evidenced by special concessions as 
to freight allowances. At a four-cent 
market it is claimed that the produc- 
tion of caustic potash alone would be 
involved in a loss, but the assurance 
of ready and staple outlets for the by- 
products, bleaching powder and muri- 
atic acid, enters into consideration as 
a compensating factor. The ability 
of American producers to adapt the 
electrolytic process to either caustic 
potash or soda, according to the pre- 
vailing market conditions, is likely to 
be exercised to advantage in meeting 
the contingencies of the potash situ- 
ation. ga 
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A RETROSPECTIVE TREATMENT OF 
THE PAINT AND VARNISH 
INDUSTRY. 


In the news columns of this issue of 
the Reporter, under the caption “The 
Paint and Varnish Industry Reviewed,” 
is published an interesting address Ce- 
livered before the Ways and Means 
Committee of the Chicago Association 
of Commerce, which we commend es- 
pecially to those of our readers who are 
identified with or interested in the 
paint and varnish industry. In the 
treatment of his subjects the author 
presents many valuable and intimate 
sides of the development of the paint 
and varnish trade of Chicago, tracing 
its origin from the scattered and strug- 
gling stages to its present formidable 
and commanding position. It is not only 
in its historical aspect that our readers 
will find much to interest them, but 
the ad@ress is signally alive to practi- 
cal conditions, and there are many sta- 
tistical details that have probably not 
been arrayed with such comprehensive 
effect as the author of the address has 
prepared them. ‘The consideration of 
such topics as the means by which the 
buying public is being educated in the 
more extensive use of paint products 
and the raising of business standards 
by the gradual ethical development 
rather than through legislative means 
add to the broadening scope of an un- 
usual address. 





OUR FOREIGN TRADE RELATIONS 
BASED ON EIGHT MONTHS’ 
RETURNS. 


In the record of the country’s im- 
ports and exports, based on the re- 
turns for August and the eight months 
of the current year, the Reporter’s 
trades in the general aggregates stand 
tc advantage in the comparison with 
the statistics for, the corresponding 
periods of last year with the excep- 
tion of a slight decline in the August 
volume of exports. The showing in 
our field of activities is especially 
favorable in the record of imports, 
in which the general country’s totals 
indicated losses both on the compari- 
son of August and the eight months’ 
figures. A summary of the Reporter’s 
and the general foreign trade rela- 
tions for August and the eight months 
of the last two years follows:—

Treating the subjects of particular 
interest, we find among the imports 
for August of this year gains in 
bristles. the general record of the 
items composing the chemical 
schedule, clays and earths, crude 
dyewoods, gelatin, sulphur oil or olive 
oil, foots, hops, mineral and vegetable 
oils and sulphur ore as pyrites. Losses 
are noted in fertilizers, glue, glass and 
glassware animal oils, oleo stearin, 
paints, varnishes and pigments, per- 
fumeries and cosmetics, castor beans, 
flaxseed, soap, spices and crude tan- 
ning materials.

Wood Alcohol Ordinance Bill Defeated 


By a vote of thirty-five to thirty-four 
members of the New York city Board of 
Aldermen defeated at a meeting last 
Tuesday, in the Aldermanic chamber in 
the City Hall, the so-called wood alcohol 
labeling ordinance bill, introduced by 
Jacob Weil, chairman of the board’s 
Committee on Public Health, and a mem- 
ber of the wholesale drug firm of Britt, 
Loeffier & Weil. Mr. Weil stated that 
his measure was designed to safeguard 
public health by protecting those un- 
acquainted with the nature of methyl! 
spirits from injury to their eyes and pos- 
sible loss of life through ignorant or 
careless handling of the commodity or 
through drinking it. Alderman Weil says 
he will reintroduce the pill and still has 
hopes of its enactment. 

The measure introduced by Alderman 
Weil, which was thus defeated, fol- 
lows:— 

An ordinance in relation to the sale and use 
of *‘wood alcohol’ in the city of New York. 

Be it ordained by the Board of Aldermen of 
the city of New York, as follows:— 

Section 1. The chemical composition known 
professionally as CH,;OH is hereby prohibited 
from being sold in packages of less than one 
barrel capacity under any other name than 
*“‘methyl,"’ to which may be prefixed the com- 
mercial grade such as ‘95 per cent.,”’ ‘97 per 
cent.’ ete., nor shall it be lawful to use said 
chemical composition for any medicinal pur- 
poses, internal or external. Said chemical com- 
position, when sold in packages of less than 
one barrel capacity shall be labeled with a reg- 
ulation poison label to which the following 
words shall be added thereto:—‘‘It is unlawful 
to use this fluid for any medicinal purposes, 
internal or external; and when used in manu- 
facturing operations proper ventilation shall be 
provided.’’ Said words shall be printed in type 
not less in size than eight point as known to 
the trade, in red letters on a white field. 

Sec. 2. Any person guilty of a violation of 
this ordinance, or any part thereof, shall, upon 
conviction thereof, before a city magistrate, be 
punished by a fine of not less than twenty nor 
more than fifty dollars for the first offense, 
and not less than fifty dollars for any subse- 
quent conviction, and in default of payment 
of any fine so imposed shall be committed to 
the city prison for a term of ten days, each 
day of imprisonment to be taken as a liquida- 
tion of each dollar of such fine. 

Sec. 3. This ordinance shall take offect 
thirty days after its approval by the Mayor. 

As originally drafted and introduced, 
the wood alcohol, labeling bill sought to 
compel the labeling of all packages of 
spirits smaller than barrels with the 
words ‘‘wood naphtha,’ as well as with 
the word “poison,” and a warning with 
regard to its use. This measure was 
passed by the Board of Aldermen last 
June, but was vetoed by Mayor Gaynor. 
After a public hearing on a similar bill, 
the measure was referred to the Corpora- 
tion Counsel and the modified bill repro- 
duced 2bove was then introduced by 
Alderman Weil. 

Through their attorney, James P. Mc- 
Govern, the wood alcohol interests have 
submitted to Alderman Weil for intro- 
duction as a substitute measure a revised 
bill which they contend ‘“‘not only meets 
the recommendations of the New York 
State Factory Investigating Commission, 
which considered every possible phase of 
the .situation, but does not disturb the 
unquestionable commercial and constitu- 
tional rights of those engaged in one of 
the most extensive, legitimate and im- 
portant industries of this country.” 
The suggested revision of the 
ordinance bill follows:— 


An ordinance in relation to the sale and use 
of ‘‘wood alcohol’’ in the city of New York. 

Be it ordained, by the Board of Aldermen of 
the city of New York, as foll!ows:— 

Section 1. The chemical composition known 
professionally as CH,OH and commercially as 
methyl, or wood alcohol, shall be labeled 
‘*Poison,’’ to which the following words shall 
be added:—‘‘It is unlawful to use this fluid 
for any medicinal purposes, internal or exter- 
nal, and when used in manufacturing opera- 
tions, proper ventilation should be provided 
Said words shall be printed in type not less 
in size than eight point, as known to the 
trade, in red letters on a white field. 

Sec. 2. Any person guilty of a violation of 
this ordinance, or any part thereof, shall, upon 
conviction thereof, before a city magistrate be 
punished by a fine of not less than twenty nor 
more than fifty dollars for the first offense and 
not less than fifty dollars for any subsequent 
conviction, and in default of payment of a 
fine so imposed shall be committed to the city 
prison for a term of ten days, each day of im- 
prisonment to be taken as a liquidation of each 
dollar of such fine. 

Sec. 3. This ordinance shal] take effect 
thirty days after its approval by the Mayor. 

Just what the outcome of this matter 
will be is, of course, problematical, but in 
this connection it is of interest to note 
that Alderman Weil stated to a member 
of the Reporter's staff he would not con- 
sider the introduction of the substitute 
bill as it does not give the citizens of New 
York the protection they are entitled to, 
and would get if the bill he presented 
were passed.

The 
widespread interest which it seemed to 
create among the people in the paint, oil 
and varnish business in the Ugited States 
prompts me to write you, asking if it is 
not possible to find some one to attempt 
the experiment of growing this tree upon 
a commercial scale. [ am sending you 
this day by parcel post a few of the ripe 
fruit and some seed grown by me, as you 
may be “‘from Missouri’ to the extent 
of requesting to “be shown.” In this 
connection, however, I desire to say that 
. have neither trees, seed or land for 
sale, nor any axe to grind. For the bene- 
fit of those who are interested I will 
state that the Bureau of Plant Industry, 
Washington, D. C., has issued Circular 
No. 108, “The Chinese Wood Oil Tree,” 
by David Fairchild, which gives a very 
accurate description of the tree, its oil, 
and its importance as an article of com- 
merce.

Revised Program for N. W. D. A. 


Convention. 

A revised program of the business ses- 
sions and entertainments of the thirty- 
ninth annual meeting of the National 
Wholesale Druggigsts’ Association, to be 
held in Jacksonville, Fla., in the week be- 
ginning November 17, containing several 
important changes from that originally 
arranged, which was published in the 
July 14 issue of the Reporter, has just 
been prepared and issued by the asso- 
ciation’s Committee on Arrangements 
and Entertainment, of which Frank G.

Important Decision Against Radam 
Microbe Killer Company. 


(>pecial to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Minneapolis, Minn, Oct. 15, 1913. 

A case of peculiar importance to the 
drug trade was tried in the Federal Court 
ins Minneapolis last week. The principals 
in the case was the Federal Government 
on one side and the William Radam Mi- 
crobe Killer Company, cZ New York, on 
the other 

The government some time ago_confis- 
cated a carload of ‘‘Radam’s Microbe 
Killer,” on the ground that it was fraud- 
ulently branded. This shipment had been 
consigned to the Minneapolis representa- 
tive of the company. The medicine bore 
labels which alleged that it was “effective 
for the treatment and cure of consump- 
tion, cancer, catarrh, yellow fever, lep- 
rosy, diphtheria and smallpox.”’ ° 

At the trial it was shown that there 
was a large quantity of Radam Microbe 
Killer put up in bottles and packed in 
cases, each containing six bottles, the re- 
tail selling price of which was $1 a bottle. 

From the evidence the ‘‘medicine”’ 
would have cost the ultimate consumer 
$5,166, and the government experts stated 
that the “‘rmedicine’ itself was produced 
for approximately $25. 

Testimony for and against the product 
was heard at length with a verdict final- 
ly being rendered in favor of the govern- 


ment. The goods seized will probably be 
destroyed by the government officials 
here. 


It is expected that proceedings will now 
be brought against the Radam Company 
in New York on the strength of the Min- 
neapolis verdict.

Oil Trade Association Formed in 
Pennsylvania. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Philadelphia, Oct. 16, 1913. 

With its organization entirely effected, 
the Oil Trade Association of Philadel- 
phia at its next meeting will take up the 
various issues for the handling of which 
it was organized. These comprise largely 
trade abuses and conditions of which the 
individual members have for years sought 
to rectify but which, it is now believed, 
will be improved by the concerted efforts 
of the new organization, 

The objects of the association as stated 
in the preamble are to correct existing 
trade abuses and work for the enact- 
ment of wise and equitable State and 
Federal laws; to prevent unjust freight 
discrimination and unfair methods of 
transportation; to secure freight classifi- 
cations that will be fair to the shipper, 
the carrier and the public and to en- 
gender good feeling among the members 
of the trade generally as well as to 
deal with any questions, now unforeseen, 
that may arise in the future. It is un- 
derstood that eventually a credit feature 
will be included in the benefits of the 
association, while data will also be kept 
of salesmen’s records. 

The preliminary meeting which result- 
ed in the formation of the Oil Trade As- 
sociation of Philadelphia, followed a call 
for a meeting by Richard R. Watawitch, 
of the Animal Oil Company, and took 
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place at the Bellevue-Stratford Hotel on 
August 14. There were twelve oil jobbers 
there, and so much interest was displayed 
that tentative plans were immediately 
laid for bringing the issue to the atten- 
tion of the other oil jobbing interests of 
the city. W. F. Johnson, of the Lucent 
Oil Company, acted as chairman of this 
meeting, which decided to call for a gen- 
eral meeting of the jobbing interests Aug- 
ust 28 at ths Belevue-Stratford Hotel. 

This meeting was attended by prominen: 
representatives, among the wholesalers, 
of more than a score of local concerns. 
Definite plans were adopted, officers 
were elected, and the framing of a consti- 
tution and by-laws delegated to a com- 
mittee. The officers chosen were M. W. 
Kerkeslager, president; vice-president, 
Charles F, Kellom; secretary, William J. 
Boyd; treasurer, Trafton Tredick; direc- 
tors, Richard R. Watawitch, T. 4G. 
Cooper, W. F. Johnson. Since then the 
Board of Directors hag been enlarged by 
the election of W. J. Slack and H. C. 
Hoffman. 


The members of the association were 
terribly shocked to learn that an hour 
after he had left their meeting President 
Kerkeslager was stricken with acute in- 
digestion which resulted fatally the very 
day of the meeting. Vice-President Kel. 
lom_ since then has been directing the 
affairs of the organization. 

The last meeting of the association was 
held on September 25 when resolutions of 
sympathy and regret upon the death o 
Mr. Kerkeslager were adopted. The bus- 
iness of the meeting consisted largely in 
the consideration of the preamble, con- 
stitution and by-laws, their adoption and 
a general discussion of the field of oper- 
ation. It was agreed that while it should 
be primarily an organization of jobbers 
the representatives of allied trades were 
eligible to associate membership. Thus 
far all of the members applied as indi- 
viduals and a point still undecided is that 
of admitting firms and also individuals. 


The Board of Directors, in the absence 
of any committees as yet, will handle 4nd 
decide upon all the issues, while at a ban- 
quet to be held at the Bellevue-Stratford 
on the evening of November 9, it ig ex- 
pected that many new ideas will be pre- 
sented as asociation issues and increased 
stimulus be given the organization move- 
ment. There are in this city about fifty 
firms that as jobbers in oils of various 
kinds are eligible to active membership. 
Thus far representatives of thirty-five of 
these have joined the organization. The 
number of representatives of allied inter- 
ests that it is hoped will join runs into 
the hundreds. 


Secretary Boyd, who is affiliated with 
E. F. Houghton & Co., has sent out a 
series of letters soliciting membership 
and the results are most gratifying. 
News of the organization has reached in- 
terests outside the city, and applications 
for membership are coming in from 
sources that were not originally consid- 
ered. Eventually permanent headquar- 
ters will be secured. Secretary Boyd, in 
commenting upon the work thus far, said 
to a representative of the Oil, Paint and 
Drug Reporter:— 


Our efforts thus far have been so enthusias- 
tically received that we have been greatly en- 
couraged. This is the day of organization, and 
the possibilities of this association seem almost 
unlimited, for the ramifications of the oil in- 
dustry are increasing so steadily, and with this 
increase comes new questions that they can 
be met with intelligently only by concerted 
action. Naturally, with these changes comes 
legislation, changes in prices, transportation 
rates. Some of them are dangerous and the 
result of the work of men who, either through 
design, careless or lack of knowledge of con- 
ditions prevailing in the oil trade, do not prop- 
erly consider our uinterests. One man or one 
comporation cannot cope with these conditions, 
but one powerful organization such as we pro- 
pose to build up eventually can do this work. 
We want every concern in the oil jobbing busi- 
ness to stand by us. We are not confining our 
membership to those who handle any one oil— 
mineral or animal; all may join. We expect 
to have a general meeting of the association 
once a year, but current issues will be handled 
by the directors at quarterly meetings, or 
monthly, or as often as the president sees fit 
to call the directors together.

The movement of seed from the South- 
west has practically ceased. Duluth bids 
are better and shippers that found this 
market fair a little earlier in the season 
are diverting all of their consignments to 
that market now. However, the crushers 
are not particularly concerned about it, 
as the quality of the seed was not to 
their liking. f 

The gradually easing level of prices is 
still a check to free buying of seed by 
the crushers and they are not inclined to 
lay up stores in quantity for future use. 
On the dips they come into the market 
rather freely, but on the rallies are in- 
different. Estimates concerning the size 
of the crop are unchanged. Weather tor 
threshing remains ideal in most of the 
territory and as yet no damaged seed is 
noted. During the week part of North 
Dakota received a slushy snow storm, 
but farmers had ample time to protect 
their crops and it is likely that little 
damage resulted. 

Flax buyers are basing their purchases 
on the November future how, Choice 
North Dakota and Montana seed sells at 
le. over that future, South Dakota at 
November price to %c. under, and South- 
ern Minnesota at la@l%c. under. 

Offerings to arrive are moderate 
quite readily absorbed at spot prices. 

Aside from the increased receipts and 
the consequent heaviér cash seed trade. 
nothing ot importance transpired during 
the week at Duluth. A decided lull in 
operations in the futures is reported, the 
listlissness of buyers being only accentu- 
ated by the freer offerings from the coun- 
try. An easier feeling seems to be devel- 
oping in the more distant options. Hast- 
ern crushers, of course, stand ready to 
absorb all the seed that arrives, because 
they will need all they can get for ship- 
mept via lakes before the close of navi- 
gation. At the same time they are in- 
clined to let the seller take the initiative 
in the matter of price-making. Weak- 
ness abroad strengthens them in their 
position to some extent. : 

As usual, trades in seed to arrive are 
larger in volume at Duluth than at Min- 
neapolis. Some good-sized quantities 
were posted as sold admost every day 
this week. The fact that Duluth is pay- 
ing 1%4c. over October for seed to arrive 
against 1%4c. under to 1c. over at Min- 
neapolis naturally attracts country ship- 
pers, and as long as there is such a wide 
spread between the two piarkets, Duluth 
will probably get the bulk of the offer- 
ings. k : 

Receipts of flaxseed at Minneapolis for 
the week ended October 11 were 438,150 
bushels, compared with 235,980 in the 
preceding week and 381,000 a year ago. 
In the same period Duluth received 5v9,- 
265 bushels, of which 5,955 were Canadian 
in bond, compared with total receipts of 
88,360 last year. Shipments from Duluth 
for the week were 482,180 bushels, com- 
pared with 121,7% last year. Stocks at 
both markets are increasing and will 
probably increase more rapidly from now 
on as the movement of the new crop gets 
under way. ,

LINSEED OIL. 

The stability in flaxseed early last week 
engendered among oil buyers a more 
confident feeling in values, with the re- 
sult that a little more contracting for 
future delivery was done. The trade, or 
rather that portion of it not already cov- 


ered, seems to be ready to anticipate 
its wants now to a limited extent, pro- 
vided it has some assurance that prices 


later will not go all to pieces. Of course, 
there is no one who can with any de- 


gree of certainty predict what the fu- 
ture will bring forth, and one man’s 


guess is just as good as another’s. At 
the same time present oil prices are re- 
garded as pretty low and for that rea- 
sone quite a little trading has been done. 

in the last day or two, however, with 


seed prices showing signs of further 
weakness, more hesitancy was displayed 
about placing orders and less business 


wus booked by the Minneapolis oil mills. 

According to all advices, consumers 
have enough oil on hand now or con- 
tracted for to carry them for some little 
time to come, but the outlook is. still 
geod for a normal business during the 
ensuing month or two. 

Some crushers are of the opinion that 
American mills will not operate as heavily 
during the coming year as last. of 
course, this weuld not be surprising 


since the crop year just closed was one 
of the best the oil mills have experi- 
enced for a long time. The crop was a 


large one, the quality of the raw ma- 
terial to work with was above the aver- 
age and, following two or three years of 
short crops and high prices, it was only 
natural that business should have been 
good. 

Raw oil cn the present market is held 
nominally at 43c. per gallon in barrels, 
car lots f. 0. b. Minneapolis. Some mills, 
however, are asking as high as 45c., but 
it seems doubtful if much _ business 
could be done on that basis, especially 
as those who are asking the minimum 
figure report only moderate sales now. 
For deferred or winter delivery 1c. more 
is asked, because of the relatively higher 
cost of the seed futures and the necessary 
carrying charges and interest involved. 

LINSEED OIL CAKE AND MEAL. 





Importers are showing renewed inter- 
est in American oil cake, though sales 
are still very light. However, foreign 


inquiry has shown marked improvement 
im the last week. Some crushers say they 
received cable offers for the first time in 
many weeks and, owing to the narrowing 
of the spread between cake and meal, for- 
eign bids came nearer a working basis. 
The volume booked was small at best, but 
the improved inquiry leads crushers to 
believe that export business will pick up 
again shortly. Cake is held nominally ar 
$2505.50 per ton f. o. b. Mimneapolis, 
prompt or future shipment. There is not 
much available for prompt shipment, as 
mills still have sufficient orders on hand 
for cake and meal to absorb the current 
production 

Linseed oil meal, like other feeding 
stuffs, is in a slump just now. Domestic 
sellers are bearish and purchases are con- 
fined to actual requirements. Mill feed 
has declined $1@2 a ton in the last two or 





three weeks and, while oil meal has gone 
off even more, its relativly high cost, 
even though it is worth the difference 
from a feeding value standpoint, mili- 
tates against heavy sales at present.

Again, the working of the new tariff is 
an uncertain factor. It has enabled Ar- 
gentine feed stuffs to be imported into 
this country and sold for less money than 
American producers could sell at. It may 
also lead to heavy imports of Canadian 
mill feed. Canada for years has been 
shipping comparatively large quantities 
of mill feed into the New England States, 
and since the tariff has been reduced from 
20 to 10 per cent. ad valorem, Eastern 





feeders feel that they may safely look for 
heavier receipts from that country and 
probably lower prices. 

The shortage of 600,000,000 bushels in the 
corn crop of the United States, however, 
cannot but have a marked effect on feed 
prices this winter, so that the probabili- 
ties are that all varieties of feed, oil meal 
included, should be in better request than 
usual.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Chicago, Ill.. Oct. 16, 1913. 

There was practically no change from 
the dullness which has characterized flax- 
seed at Chicago for some time. Senti- 
ment, however, underwent a change dur- 
ing the period, being decidedly bearish 
at the close because of the price declines 
in the Northwestern sections of the coun- 
try and bearish advices from abroad. Ar- 
rivals of flaxseed at Chicago were more 
than double those of the preceding week, 
aggregating 17,00 bushels, as contrasted 
with 6,000 bushels for last week. They 
also exceeded those of a corresponding 
time last year, when they totaled 11,3 
bushels. In spite of the increased re- 
ceipts at this point there were no samples 
offered at any time during the period, 
and local crushers showed no inclination 
to come out in the open with requests 
for flaxseed, 

Northwestern markets showed a firm 
trend at the beginning of the week, in 
spite of the indicated increase in the pro- 
duction of the United States, and at that 
time local people seemed content with 
ruling flaxseed prices. Later in the period 
the markets of the Northwest developed 
some weakness and substantial losses 
were recorded during the closing days, 
causing buyers at this point to take a 
more optimistic view regarding their abil- 
ity to secure seed at lower prices. For- 
eign advices generally favored lower lev- 
els, with the principal influence in this 
direction being the steady declines re- 
corded in the Buenos Aires market. The 
crop is progressing under favorable con- 
ditions in Argentina, although many of 
the advices coming from that country 
are at times conflicting in character. 
There was a decided increase in the ship- 
ments of flaxseed out of Argentina during 
the week, but Indian exports was lighter. 
The movement of flaxseed in the North- 
west was larger toward the close of the 
week, and it is expected that with favor- 
able weather arrivals in the larger North- 
western markets will increase materially 
from this time forward.

LINSEED OIL 

There was less interest shown by 
traders in the linseed oil trade at Chicago 
than for several weeks past. Many of 
the local crushers, as well as other inter- 
ested people, have just returned from the 
convention recently held in the North- 
west, and they do not seem to have be- 
come properly interested in business mat- 
ters. There was only a small amount of 
business transacted, with the greater por- 
tion of that consummated being done in 
single barrel lots, which were held at 
Sle. a gallon. These prices established 
early in the week were shaded towards 
the close of the period, with the influ- 
ence forcing holders to dispose of their 
supplies below those prices being the 
weakness which developed in the North- 
western flaxseed markets. The open mar- 
ket was quoted at 46c. a gallon, the price 
asked during the past few weeks, and 
while the amount of business whic 
passed in large lots was decidedly small, 
it was stated that the greater portion of 
it had been done nearer the 45-cent mark. 


A feature of the market was the indiffer- 
ence shown by both sides during the 
period. Users of linseed oil feel confi- 
dent of their position @t the moment and 
appear in no hurry to lay in supplies, in- 
clining to the belief that further substan- 
tial concessions are to be made, and pre- 
ferring to await further developments be- 
fore taking on good-sized lots of oil. 
Some of the more timid buyers took some 
oil during the week at the 45-cent level, 
but few of them could be induced to pay 
more than that price for anything like a 
fair-sized quantity. The same in@iffer- 
ence which has been shown by those in- 
terested in future trading for some time 
past was again in evidence. There are 
few crushers here that will commit them- 
selves to future deliveries at the presen. 
time, because of prevailing prices, an: 
buyers show no anxiety to enter into 
contracts that will force them to take 
delivery at a later date. The latter peo- 
ple have been holding off with a view of 
securing linseed oil below the 45-cent 
level, but now that they are able to se- 
cure quantities at that figure they re- 
fuse to do so because of the bearish posi- 
tion occupied by flaxseed, which. they be- 
lieve, will force crushers to lower ‘their 
prices, especially where futures are con- 
cerned, Some improvement in trade is 
expected in the spot article during the 
week, but it is doubtful if future traders 
will indulge in anything more than 
wrangling over prices for a time at least. 
LINSEED OIL CAKE. 

The linseed oil cake situation at Chi- 
cago remains without any change ot 
importance. No business was uncovered 
as having been done on domestic account 
at this point and the export trade passing 
during the year is handled at points 
nearer producing centers where a Sreater 
variety is on hand to select from. <Ad- 
vices from the Northwest report the 
trade on foreign account as practically 
at a standstill, although it is expected 
to improve in the near future. The value 
of linseed cake at Chicago is placed by 
conservative people interested in fhis 
stock at $27@27.50 f. 0. b, this market. 


THE WINNIPEG MARKET. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Winnipeg, Oct. 13, 1913. 

The flax trade continues rather quiet. 
The market has been out of line for ex- 
port for some time. Dealers here say 
that the Old Country importers are await- 
ing the result of the Argentine crop. Most 
of the business being done appears to be 
by United tSates buyers. Dealers gener- 
ally seem to have very little to say re- 
garding flax. The most recent estimate of 
the Western Canada flax crop was made 
by B. W. Snow, the United States crop 
expert, who places the yield at 13,500,000 
bushels. He has seen a good deal of the: 
&rain in this country, especially since the 
threshing started. He is of the opinion 
that rust and canker have done more 
damage to fiax here than was at first 
realized. Receipts at Winnipeg have in- 
creased considerably during the week. 
Threshing on this grain is pretty well un- 
der way, 

Shipments of flax from Fort William 
and Port Arthur increased considerably 
during the week, and stocks decreased, 
notwithstanding the fact that receipts 
from the country are larger. The amount 
in store at those ports at the week-end 
was 1,518,490 bushels, compared with 1,701,- 
190 bushels a week previous, and 257,411 
bushels at the corresponding time last 
year, 4 decrease of 182,700 bushels for the 
week, while the preceding week-end 
showed an increase of 160,415 bushels. 
Shipments from the Head of the Lakes 
during the week aggregated 376,398 bush- 
els, compared with 24,976 bushels the pre- 
ceding week, and 162,354 bushels in the 
week ending September 27.

Value of Trade Mark Names in Pro- 
moting Latin-American Markets. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Oct. 17, 1913. 

The value of trade-marks in Central 
America, and the special interest which 
the people of the Latin-American coun- 
tries generally show in trade-marks and 
trade names, rather than in any facts 
which they may know with respect to the 
character of commodities sent out into 
those markets, is discussed in a report 
which Commercial Agent Harris, who is 
engaged in investigating trade conditions 
in Central and South American States, 
sends to the Commerce Department. 

The statement is made by Commercial 
Agent Harris that most goods that are 
sold in the Central American markets are 
inquired for by customers by trade-mark 
names, In order to popularize these 
trade-mark names it has come to be the 
policy to establish trade-mark names of 
short and impressive character, so that 
the Spanish-American people can readily 
remember such names, 

Commenting upon the popularity of 
trade-mark names and the necessity for 
American manufacturers to study this 
question of trade-marks in their trade 
with Latin-American countries, Commer- 
cial Agent Harris says:— 


When an article bearing a catchy or easily 
remembered name or trade-mark is once intro- 
duced, it is fairly certain to have a steady 
and growing demand if it has sufficient merit 
to win the approval of users. Trade is helped 
to some extent by advertising, of course, but a 
great majority of the customers in these coun- 
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tries are Indians and natives who cannot read 
or write, but who discuss the merits and de- 


merits of an article they know with their 
friends and neighbors. Such customers are 
not likely to change from an article which 
pleases them and which they already know. 


They remember the name of one that fills the 
bill, and they do not care to learn of any 
other so long as the former continues satis- 
factory. 

American manufacturers doing business in 
these countries and wishing to increase their 
trade would do well to study this matter of 
trade-marks. ‘They should arrange for marks 
and names easily remembered by the Spanish-

Before Federal Supreme Court. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Oct. 17, 1913. 

The opening of the Supreme Court of 
the United States for the October term 
on Monday was signalized by the consid- 
eration of the cases advanced promptly 
upon their being appealed from the Com- 
merce Court, covering the issues which 
arose under the provision of the inter- 
state commerce law relating to pipe lines. 

The issue involved in these cases may 
be summarized substantially as relating 
specifically to the proposition whether it 
is within the power of the Congress of 
the United States to declare that an oil 
pipe line, constructed by private enter- 
prise and with private capital, although 
such line passes from one State to an- 
other, may be declared to be an inter- 
state common carrier of oil, although 
the owners and operators of the line do 
not offer to carry oil for the public gen- 
erally, but confine the shipments of oil 
through their line to their own private 
use, carrying it from the wells to private 
refineries. : 

The controversy over the making of 
oil pipe lines common carriers and com- 
pelling therh to convey oil for the public 
in all instances where such lines reach 
irom one Stute into another was the re- 
sult of legislation during the carrying 
through Congress of amendments to the 
interstate commerce law. The avowed 
purpose of the legislation, as its framers 


Commerce Commission and declared the 
law unconstitutional in that it violated 
the provisions of the Federal organic act. 
The case, therefore, comes to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States upon 
an appeal by the government to sustain 
the law of Congress, requiring that pipe 
lines carrying oil in interstate commerce 
shall be common carriers. 

The arguments before the Supreme 
Court in the presentation of this case 
have followed closely the contentions by 
the government and the attorneys repre- 
senting the pipe line companies before 
the commission and the Commerce Court. 
The owners of the pipe lines who have 
confined their business to the carrying 
of oil for the owners themselves say that 
it is unquestionably a violation of their 
rights guaranteed by the Constitution to 
compel the use of their private property 
for the benefit of competitors in the oil 
business by such broad construction as !s 
given to the commerce clause of the Con- 
stitution or is intended to be given in the 
legislation relating to pipe line oil car- 
riers. It is admitted that, of course, 
there are pipe lines, which, although 
owned by private companies, do engage 
to carry oil for the public generally and 
therefore comply with the common law 
designation of common carriers. Five or 
six of the great companies, however, that 
have constructed and are operating what 
they declare to be private pipe lines, con- 
veying oil from wells to refineries owned 
by the companies object to being re- 
quired to carry oil for competing oil 
companies. 

The expectation is that a decision by 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
in this case will be reached some time dur- 


list of mineral products of this province, and 
it is claimed that after having passed 
through a rather critical period this industry 
is now regaining a firmer basis, so that the 
outlook for its development is bright. The 
price of electric power in Quebec asbestos 
districts averages $25 per horse-power for 
eight months in the year, mining being prac- 
tically suspended during the winter.

power has been found more profitable with 
good steam coal delivered at the mines at 
$5 per gross ton. 

The production of copper and sulphur ores 
in Quebec in 1912 amounted to only $62,107, 
but it is expected to increase considerably 
in the near future. These ores run between 
40 and 45 per cent. in sulphur content, and 
from 2 to 6 per cent. in copper. They are 
used for the manufacture of sulphuric acid, 
and the cinders are sent ty smelters for the 
extraction of copper. There are at present 
two working and shipping copper mines in 
the Eastern townships of Quebec,

LINSEED OIL. 

Weakness featured the local market 
for linseed oil during the week. Prices 
were affected by the steadily declining 
values for seed and at the close of the 
week 46c. Was openly quoted by some 
had gone through 
Early in the season, when oil 
was quoted at 5lc., some members of 
the trade predicted that the market 
would react to 45c., and their predic- 
tions have been verified. However, 
there is no crusher who is quoting 45c., 
and it appears that only favored busi- 
ness was accepted at that level. In 
some quarters 47c. is quoted and small 
lots sold through the week at this fig- 
ure. It was rumored that buyers had 
placed orders abroad this week, but 
there is no proof of this and local sell- 
ers say there would be no reason for 
importing oil, as it could not be done 
Without losing money. It is admitted 
that certain buyers are watching for- 
eign markets, but at present prices 
local values are under the parity of 
Europe when tariff rates are consid- 
ered. Demand for oil has been fairly 
good, especially as buyers are accus- 
tomed to refrain from placing orders 
whenever the market develops weak- 
ness. Some consumers are said to have 
placed contracts through next April, 
spot quotations ruling in these sales. 

The feature of the flaxseed markets 
has been the steady decline in values in 
all markets. Domestic markets have 
gone steadily downwards under the in- 
fluence of heav~w offerings of new crop 
seed. Prices have also been weaken- 
ed by reports that world production of 
seed this year will be but little below 
the record figures at last year. Ship- 
ments from India last week amounted 
to 683,000 bushels and shipments from 
the Argentine were 173,000 bushels. 
The progress of the new crops in India 
and the Argentine is of considerable 
interest just now, for upon them much 
depends regarding the future position 
of seed. Receipts at New York for the 
week ending Friday were 114,400 bush- 
els. It is expected that New York re- 
ceipts will be heavy through Novem- 
ber, as local crushers will want to se- 
cure supplies before the close of navi- 
gation. The present situation in seed 
at Duluth seems to be entirely a mat- 
ter of receipts. When receipts are 
large prices ease off, but recoveries are 
noted when offerings become small. 
Hence it is safe to assume that prices 
for the next month will respond in pro- 
portion to the volume of seed that 
reaches Duluth and Minneapolis with 
crop news from other countries im- 
portant only as it tends to increase or 
to discourage heavy buying either legi- 
timate or speculative. Reports on the

COTTONSEED OIL. 


Left largely to its own devices, the 
cotton oil market has pursued an ir- 
regular course and has fully reflected 
the erratic fluctuations of lard and 
cotton. An easing off of crude oil 
prices at the outset had a depressing 
influence on refined oil and the market 
was subjected to the pressure of hedge 
sales. Toward the close a sharp up- 
ward movement in cotton and a firmer 
feeling in pure lard and crude oil 
checked selling in the refined ofl mar- 
ket and brought about a rally which 
carried prices moderately above the low 
points. The buying power of the mar- 
ket appeared to emanate chiefly from 
outstanding shorts as the unsettled 
price movements were not attractive 
to the consuming trade. Manufactur- 
ers are said to be taking a normal 
amount of oil, but are satisfied to buy

Record Natural Gas Ficctcticn in 
1912. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Oct. 17, 1913. 


The officials of the United States Geo- 
logical Survey will make public on Mon- 
day a review of the natural gas produc- 
tion and distribution in the country dur- 
ing 1912. The statement is made in this 
review that vast quantities of natural 
gas are used and that the production for 
1912 broke all previous records. The 
value of the product is given at more 
than $84,000,000. 

Among the points made in this review 
are that the utilization of waste gas from 
the oil wells in different parts of the 
United States has been an important 
means of conserving this fuel, and the 
increasing number of plants erected and 
being erected for the extraction of gaso- 
line from this ‘‘casing-head gas’’ was one 
of the most important features of the 
natural gas industry in the year 1912. 

The year was one of the greatest pros- 
perity to the natural gas producer and a 
record breaker for output, according to 
B. Hill, of the United States Geological 
Survey. The total estimated consumption 
of natural gas in the United States in 1912 
was 562,203,452,000 cubic feet, valued at 
$84,563,957, an average price of 15.04 cents 
a thousand cubic feet, compared with 
512,993,021,000 cubic feet, valued at $74,621,- 
534, an average price of 14.55 cents, in 
1911. The number of domestic consumers 
supplied with gas in the United States 
in 1912 was 1,621,557, and the value of gas 
consumed for domestic purposes amount- 
ed to $50,960,882, while the number of in- 
dustrial consumers was 15,936, and the 
value of gas consumed for industrial pur- 
poses was $33,603,074. On the assumption 
that 28,000 cubic feet of gas equals in 
heating power one ton of coal, the fuel 
displaced by gas consumed was equiv- 
alent to approximately 20,000,000 tons of 
coal. 

In the latter part of 1911 and through- 
out 1912 the price of petroleum continued 
to advance. This stimulus of higher 
prices made drilling more active in every 
district and resulted in the discovery of 
some new oil and gas pools, as well as in 
the extension of older fields. So long as 
present prices prevail the search for oil 
and gas will continue, and it is probable 
that the year 1913 will show still greater 
results than in 1912. 

West Virginia was the greatest pro- 
ducer of natural gas in 1914, the figures 
being 215,785,027,000 cubic feet, valued at 
$29,064,968. Pennsylvania was the largest 
consumer of gas, herself producing to 
the value of $22,823,725, but consumIng $26,- 
485,302 worth of gas. West Virginia, on 
the other hand, consumed only about 
one-fourth of her output, the balance be- 
ing piped into other States. 








Latest Appraisers’ Decisions. 


Oxide of Iron. 


Borsum Brothers, of New York, won a 
protest relating to the classification of 
“Polishing Earth.” Duty was assessed 
thereon at the rate of 30 per cent. ad 
valorem under paragraph 56 of the tariff 
act of 1999 as paint. The importers 
claimed that the merchandise was oxide 
of iron or wrought earth and subject to 
duty at the rate of $2 per ton under para- 
graph 9, tariff act of 1909. The board 
held that the merchandise involved was 
apparently the same as that covered by 
abstract 32264, and in harmony therewith 
the claim for duty at $2 per ton was sus- 
tained. The decision of the collector was 
modified accordingly. 


Vegetable Butter. 


The Board of United States General 
Appraisers overruled protests by A. C. 
Boldemann & Co., and Kohn, Boldemann 
& Co., of San Francisco, Cal., claiming 
free entry on an importation of vegetable 
butter. The merchandise was described 
as vegetable butter, but assessed by the 
collector under the provisions of para- 
graph 293, tariff act of 1909, as cocoa but- 
ter, or cocoa butterine. The report of the 
collector is to the effect that the mer- 
chandise was assessed as a substitute for 
cocoa butter. Free entry was claimed by 
the importers under paragraph 639, as 
palm oil. The sample produced shows it 
to be a yellowish greasy substance, with 
the consistency of hard tallow. It has a 
slight odor of cocoa. The board over- 
ruled the protests on the ground that 
the presumption of correctness on the 
part of the collector has not been over- 
come by the proof submitted by the pro- 
testants. 





Pumice Stone Bricks, 


Various importers protested against the 
assessment of duty on pumice _ stone 
bricks, but the board in all instances 
overruled the claims for lower rates. The 
merchandise in question was the same as 
that which came before the United States 
Board of General Appraisers in a pre- 
vious decision (T. D. 33660), and in har- 
mony therewith the protests were over- 
ruled. 


Opium. 


The Board of United States General 
Appraisers overruled the protest of 
Merck & Co., relating to the classification 
for duty on opium. The collector as- 
sessed duty on the importation in ques- 
tion at the rate of $2 per pound under 
paragraph 41, of the tariff act of 1909, as 
being ‘“‘dried or otherwise advanced be- 
yond the condition of crude or unmanu- 
factured,”’ and it was claimed by the im- 
porters that it should only have been as- 
sessed at $1.50 per pound as being crude 
or unmanufactured. General Appraiser 
McClelland, who wrote the decision, holds 
that opium obtained through the process 
of collecting the sap emitted from the 
poppy seed into containers and allowed 
to stand until a percentage of the water 
it contains evaporates, and is thereafter 
spread upon boards, exposed to the heat 
of the sun, and while being dried, is 
manipulated and later cut into the form 
of cakes, is not crude opium within the 
language of paragraph 41 of the tariff 
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act of 1909. Opium in this condition was 
held to be dried or otherwise advanced 
beyond the crude state, 

The relevant part of paragraph 41 is 
as tollows:—‘Opium, crude or unmanu- 
factured, and not adulterated, containing 
nine per cent. and over of morphia, one 
dollar and fifty cents per pound; opium 
of the same composition, dried, powder- 
ed, or otherwise advanced beyond the 
condition of crude or unmanufactured, 
two dollars per pound.’’ 

The decision as handed down follows:— 


Protest No. 470869 was formally abandoned 
with a large number of other protests, and in- 
cluded in a decivion made May 11, 1911, affirm- 
ing the collector’s assessments. Thereafter and 
within the statutory period of thirty days a 
motion was made for a rehearing on this pro- 
test (470869), and this motion having been 
granted, the testimony now before us was 
taken on such rehearing. 

The additional protests included in this de- 
cision, were, subsequent to such rehearing, 
submitted by consent for decision on the record 
thus made. Such submission is tantamount to 
a stipulation that the merchandise covered by 
such of the protests is similar and that the 
issue raised by each of them is the same, 

In G. A. 7VOL (T, D, 30487) the board passed 
upon opium which had, before importation, 
been dried and sliced, and dried, sliced and 
crushed, and there it was held that such of 
these two grades of opium had been advanced 
beyond the crude state by processes of manu- 
facture. That case arose, however, under the 
tariff act of 1807, and duty had been assessed 
on the merchandise as opium crude at $1 per 
pound, the importers claiming that it was ad- 
vanced in value. 

In the tariff act of 1897 there was no eo 
nomine provision for opium dried or advanced 
beyond the crude or unmanufactured state, but 
provision was inserted in the revision of 1909. 
The opium here involved has not been sliced 
or crushed. It was imported in cakes, and the 
question to be determined is whether it had 
been dried or otherwise advanced. beyond the 
crude or unmanufactured state. Some of it 
came from Turkey and some of it from Persia. 
We are without detailed information as to the 
preparation of the Turkish opium, but as to 
that which came from Persia the witness 
Kauder for protestants furnishes minute details 
of the processes based upon personal observa- 
tion. It appears that at the season when the 
poppy seed pod is in right condition therefor 
the workers make incisions with knives which 
permits the sap to ooze out. The sap is col- 
lected in small copper containers, and is thus 
brought to the market, containing from 40 to 
50 per cent. of water. This is the crude opium 
that the farmer sells to the merchant. It is 
then allowed to stand in these containers untit 
a thickish scum gathers on the surface as the 
result of the evaporation of the water. The 
next step is to spread it upon boards and ex- 
post it to the heat of the sun until it becomes 
sun dried, but during its exposure to the sun it 
is manipulated so that it hardens, and when 
sufficiently dried and hardened it is weighed 
and cut into cakes of the size of the official 
sample weighing about one English pound each. 

Assuming that these processes of prepara- 
tion for exportation are accurately stated— 
which we have no reason to doubt—the query 
is whether the opium which results therefrom 
is dried or no longer crude or unmanufactured. 

Protestants seem to rely altogether upon the 
percentage of -moisture present in the opium 
to sustain their claim that it came into the 
country in the crude state, but upon what 
theory may we sustain thi proposition? So far 
ag disclosed by the testimony of the witnesses 
testifying on the trial there is no clearly de- 
fined or well understood line of distinction, 
either scientifically or commercially, between 
crude opium and opium dried or otherwise ad- 
vanced beyond the crude state. 

It appears that the poppy sap as collected 
contains from 40 to 50 per cent. of water, and 
that while simply standing in the original con- 
tainers by reason of evaporation the percentage 
of water is decreased. Referring to this liquid 
the witness for protestants was asked (p. 14 of 
record):—Q. Now, what is that liquid with 
the scum on it called when it is sold? A. They 
call it crude opium there. 

It is true that this witness later in his testi- 
mony (p. 17) says that the rule of the Isabahan 
market is that when brought to the form and 
condition of the official sample Persian opium 
should not contain over 10 per cent. of mois- 
ture, but even although that be the fact, it 
does not settle or even have a bearing upon the 
question at issue. Dr. Kauder, the witness, 
indicates his personal opinion that Persian 
crude should not contain more than 10 per 
cent, of moisture, but cites neither scientific 
nor commercial authority to sustain it. Upon 
analysis of a sample of the importation he 
found it to contain 12.4 per cent. of moisture. 

The witness Kebler, a chemist of extended 
experience in testing opium, states that in over 
600 tests of what he termed crude opium he 
found the percentage of moisture to average 
about 20 per cent., while in some instances it 


ranged as high as 28 and 30 per cent. A sam- 
ple of the Opium in question he found to con- 
tain only 4.3 per cent., while the official chem- 
ist in the appraiser's office at the port of New 
York, as shown by a report with the official 
record, found it to contain 8.50 per cent. 

The witness McKesson expresses the opinion 
that any opium containing less than. 15 per 
cent. of moisture is dried opium. 

The diversity of view and opinion of the wit- 
nesses confirm our own view that there is 
neither a scientific nor a commercial standard 
for determining the line of demarkation be- 
tween crude and dried or manufactured opium. 
As well may it be said that consideration of 
the definitions given by. the courts and other 
authorities of the term ‘‘manufactured’’ will 
not materially_aid in the solution of this issue 
because of the language.of the statute. This 
opium may have been dried or otherwise ad- 
vanced beyond the crude state without so 
changing its form and condition as make it a 
manufactured article. Here it is not necessary, 
in order to sustain the collector's classifica- 
tion, to find that the opium was manufactured. 
Doubtless because of the known details in the 
production and preparation of opium Congress 
used Janguage in«providing for it which in- 
creased the rate of duty at an intermediary 
stage between crude opium and manufactured 
opium, hence the words ‘‘dried, or otherwise 
advanced beyond the condition of crude or un- 
manufactured.’’ 

In United States vs. Danker (2 Ct. Cust. 
Appls., 522) it was held that gum tragasol was 
a crude article, although it was shown to be 
the result of elaborate manufacturing processes. 
But in that case it appeared that it had been 
classified as a manufactured article, notwith- 
standing that it was in the crudest form in 
which gum tragasol was known to commerce, 
and that it yet needed further manipulation 
to fit it for use for the purpose to which it 
was designed; this use being the dyeing of tex- 
tiles, and free entry being specifically provided 
for articles in a crude state used in dyeing or 
tanning. 

The Century Dictionary defines ‘‘crude’’ ‘as 
follows:—‘‘1. feing in a raw or unprepared 
state; not fitted for use by cooking, manufac- 
ture, or the like; not altered, refined, or pre- 
pared by any artificial process; not wrought; 
as, crude vegetables; the crude materials of the 
earth: crude salt; crude ore.’’ 

We are not called upon to determine whether 
this opium is a manufactured article, but sim- 
ply whether it has advanced beyond the crude 
state, and of this we have no doubt. 

We find that it is both dried and otherwise 
advanced beyond the crude, and therefore hold 
that duty was properly assessed. ‘The protests 


are overruled.

No change in the crude situation has 
marked the interval and the only de- 
velopment of noteworthy interest has 
been the receipt of the pipe line report 
covering the high grade fields for Sep- 
tember. A gain is noted in stocks of 
Pennsylvania, Lima, Kentucky and 
Kansas oil, but a marked decrease in 
the Illinois product. A comparison of 
various grades of oil held by the pipe 
line company at the close of August 
and September follows:—

Reviewing the week’s operations in 
the high grade fields the record is more 
favorable both as to completions and 
new production. The current summary 
shows 239 completions, 5,500 barrels of 
new daily production and 67 dry holes, 
comparing with 226 completions, 5.145 
barrels of new daily production and 
68 dry holes for the previous week. All 
of the fields scored gains in new wells 
and production, with the exception of 
Indiana and [llinois. The most marked 
expansion of drilling results was in 
Southeastern Ohio, with about a pro- 
portionate gain in new _ production. 
Pennsylvania now holds first place in 
the number of new wells, followed by 
Southeastern Ohio, but the production 
of the Pennsylvania wells is small. 
About the only feature in the State 
during the week was the bringing in 
of a well in Beaver county which was 
reported showing for 35 barrels a day. 
At this rate it would be the best pro- 
ducer the county has furnished for five 
or six years. In the week’s West Vir- 
ginia developments Kanawha county 
has furnished the most creditable re- 
sults, four producing wells having a 
daily total of 275 barrels. Harrison 
county, in the same State, is forging 
to the front as one of the most prom- 
ising of the high grade sections. There 
was a slight setback in the expecta- 
tions of operations in the Beech Bot- 
tom pool of Brooke county, with the 
bringing in of what is reported as the 
first duster encountered near produc- 
tion in the Berea grit development. As 
a partial compensation to this experi- 
ence one of the wells of the county 
came in a century producer. Confi- 
dence in the deep sand territory of 
Southeastern Ohio continues to be 
stimulated by the late returns. Hock- 
ing county is furnishing the best wells 
from the Falls Gore township and 
more new work is in progress in this 
section than in any other part of the 
deep sand territory. One of the new 
wells in Hocking county was good for 
100 barrels a day. Several of the late 
completions in Fairfield county have 
also been well above the average. A 
well of exceptional capacity was cred- 
ited to the shallow sand field of Wash- 


300 barrels. 


ington county which produced 35 bar- 
rels the first nine hours from the Max- 
on sand. 

The week’s ‘advices on} Kentucky 
operations have indicated little of un- 
usual interest. The extension of oper- 
ations to new districts has been a fea- 
ture of the month’s activity. Condi 
tions have been generally favorable 
for drilling of this character and the 
only difficulty experienced by operators 
in advance of production was that of 
securing leases, premiums being asked 
which may tend to retard the inauzgu. 
ration of tests in some sections. In the 
Fastern sections of Kentucky, Greene 
county holds the principal interest with 
fairly encouraging strikes reported. A 
favorable outlook is noted for the Can- 
nel City field of Morgan county and 
the output of the pool shows a gradual 
increase. Western operations are ex- 
panding, but wildcat ventures go far 
have given little encouragement. Hen- 
derson and Meade counties vromise to 
attract considerable interest followinz 
the leasing of large tracts, 

The most favorable feature of the 
week’s review of the Lima fields of 
Northwestern Ohio and Indiana is in 
the notable gain in the Ohio returns. 
There were 30 completions, as against 
12 for the previous week, while the new 
production was hi~her by 455, as com- 
pared with 265 barrels. Wood county 
holds a long lead in completions, but 
in new production Hancock county is a 
close second. In the Indiana field there 
is a marked decline in new production, 
170 against 310 barrels, although there 
were but two less completions during 
the current week. Illinois returns for 
the week registered a setback in com 
pletions and new production. The de- 
cline in the number of new wells may 
be accounted for by the unfavorable 
road conditions, Lawrence county con- 
tinues to be the mainstay of new pro- 
duction and it also holds the lead ir 
completed work. 


In the Gulf Coast fields heavy 
rains have been a retarding factor dur- 
ing the week. Severai of the fields 
have suffered more or less damage as a 
result of the floods. The Vinton field 
was pructically tied up. Much of the 
drilling has been suspended in the new 
Bland field of Orange county, Texas. 
Operations are being pushed in the 
Texas Panhandle field, which promises 
to be one of the centers of drilling ac- 
tivity. Electra is another busy sec- 
tion and at present is the most pro- 
lific source in Texas. Gushers are fre- 
quent in the Electra field and one of 
the week’s contributions came in at 
The September runs of 
the Texas Panhandle field amounted to 
795,315 barrels, with deliveries of 842 - 
G87 barrels. Stocks at the close of 
September were 1,222,293 barrels. As a 
result of the abatement of operations 
in the Northern Louisiana fields the 
production has been declining. To sus- 
tain the production new wells must be 
brought into offset the loss in the oll 
production.

PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER 


Our mid-continent field correspond- 
ent for the week credits the total out- 
put of the field as more than 190,000 
harrels a day, and by next March it is 
believed that it will surpass the 200,- 
900-barrel mark. The output of the 
Cushing pool is placed at about 25,000 
barrels a day, with a steady tendency 
in spite of the large number of idl 
tools in the field. Late results in the 
new Boston pool have been of a char- 
acter to make it one of the featuring 
developments in the entire field. The 
wells in this pool are reported to be 
coming in at from 1,000 to 3,000 bar- 
rels a day and within a comparatively 
short time a daily yield of 15,000 bar- 
rels is confidently awaited. A 500-bar- 
rel gusher featured the week’s opera- 
tions in the Okmulgee and new work 
is being started in all parts of the 
field. Kansas developments have been 
marked by the bringing in of a well 
which was ciaimed to have produced 
500 barrels the first 24 hours, but after 
four days its capacity was down to 65 
barrels. It was considered, however. a 
significant strike. 





REFINED PRODUCTS. 


The general volume’ of the week's 
trading in illuminating oil has been 
moderate and there hag been little to 
impart new interest to the market. 
Quotations have continued on an even 
basis throughout, with a nominally 
steady tone prevalent. The export 
movement has not involved unusual 
proportions and our record of the 
week’s clearances give a total of 4,232,- 
390 gallons, comparing with 10,622,830 
gallons previously. All of the current 
shipments were by case lots, nothing 
being carried in bulk. The former 
week’s clearances comprised 5,842,030 
gallons in bulk. Chartering for for- 
ward shipment has been light and the 
only booking closed was one of 140,000 
cases from Port Arthur to the River 
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Plate on the basis of 24c. one port, 
December-January. Leading export 
interests are said to be following a 
waiting course on the downward ten- 
dency of the charter market on the 
prospects that the low level has not 
yet been reached. In a report received 
at the Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce from Hankow, China, 
reviewing the improved commercial 
conditions of Middle China, the follow- 
ing paragraph appears relating to the 
trade in different commodities in that 
part of China:— 

Importations of kerosene came to 39,336,76% 
gallons, about 2,000,000 less than in 1911, the 
decline occurring in both American and Asiatic 
oils. The American kerosene forms about 69 
per cent. of the whole importation, the _ re- 
mainder being Borneo and Sumatra oils. The 
facilities for handling kerosene along rail and 
water routs are being improved and a steady 
increase in the trade may be expected when 
conditions become normal.

is necessary before the leases become opera- 
tive. Mhere is much opposition to the ap- 


proval of the blanket lease of the Prairie, ‘‘all 
or none,’’ There were bids for certain good 
tracts three tmes as high as the Prairie bid, 





but the Prairie stipulated that it must_re- 
ceive all the tracts it bid for or none, and as 
its combined bids aggregated more than all 


the bids of others, notwithstanding the ex- 
ceedingly large bid in one instance, the 
Prairie’s dictation prevailed. The producers 
insist that it is not fair to approve the Prairie 
bid. Blanket leasing in the Osage has been 
tabooed. The land was cut up in small 
tracts for the purpose of guarding against any 
one operator gobbling up all the cream. It 
was offered to the highest bidder. But the 
highest bidder on these subdivisions did not 
win. The Prairie, amply able, the producers 
claim thwarted the government's fair-deal- 
ing scheme and demanded ‘‘all or nothing.’’ 
The fear of the producers is that if this is 
permitted to stand they will have no show 
whatever in future lettings. There are no 
single individuals in the ‘field who are finan- 
cially competent to bid against an “‘all or 
none’ policy among the big pipe line com- 
panies. This would amount in the end to 
practically the very thing the government 
has issued its pronunciamento against. It is 


argued among producers that there is, in fact 
and spirit, no difference whatever between 
“an all or nothing’’ program in the letting 
of oil leases in the Osage under government 
supervision than the gobbling up of the coal

prevails at Washington it may be 
least some of the promised drilling 
may be delayed in the Boston pool. Col. 
Getty, who made the big bid against the 
Prairie, is a forceful man and is pursuing his 
contention, but the impression is that the 
Prairie will win. So long as these inequalities 
are done in the name of the governm=2nt it is 
all right, of- course. 

Therefore it is fair to presume that within 
ninety days there will be a vast amount of 
drilling started in the Boston pool, and ther? 
is every réason to believe from wells already 
drilled that a large production will be sudden- 
ly. created. .

If this eventuates, and it 
probably will, it is very likely to break the 
market. Production to-day is at the v?2ry 


point of outranking demand to the extent of 
creating a dangerous surplus. With the inde- 


pendents every one getting all the oil they 
ne4d, with the Gulf Company turning ovér 
some of its excess crude to the Prairie, with 


the Texas Company transferring from its 
lines to the Prairie some of its largest produc- 
tion, and, finally, with the Prairie putting oil 
in storag2 to the extent of 5,000 barrels a day, 
the producer cannot view with anything else 
than alarm the immediate drilling policy of 
the government, And yet we are given to 
understand that the dear government and 
guardian of all our interests stands for the 
quintessence of conservation. 

It should not be overlooked -in these days 
of splendid prosperity that the market in’ this 
fiei\d did-go down under even better conditions 
than exist to-day. There has _ never . before 
been a time when the market advanced under 
such provocation to do exactly the other thing. 
And probably a different tale would be to tell 
were it not for the fact that under the dis- 
solution of the Standard the Prairie is abla to 
take oil: from any other pipe line company 
without fear of-a collusion charge.. The Texas 
Company, the Gulf and the independents all 
have every availabl2 storage tank full of oil; 
the Prairie is nearly all full again and it has 
yut oil in storage every month this year save 
wo. 

These are only facts. But they are baldly 
stated. Théy may cause th producer to sit 
up and take notice. It is all good enough to 
point to Illinois and Indiana and Ohio and 


Pennsylvania and say, ‘“‘See their stocks 
shrink. But that does not change material- 
ly the condition right here. 

But if the Boston pool, with all of its an- 
ticipated production, should not meet expecta- 
tions, what then? Well, the balance is so 
close that the chances are the market very 
shortly would go up. And it has always be2n 
the policy of oil men to forge ahead and pusn 
the drill until he is hurt. No use to worry 
over what may never happen, he says, F 


Oll. MEN IN BANKS. 
It is said that one of the first things Jim 
Hill does when he is going to build a new 


railroad is to get control of a big bank along 
the route. One of the first things an oil man 


does after he gets a start is to wade into 
some bank. The banks of Independence, Bar- 
tlesville, Tulsa, Nowata, Sapulpa, Okmulgee, 
in fact, of all th® oil towns, are controlled 
now by oil producers, The bank with the 
largest deposits in Oklahoma, the Exchange 
of Tulsa, is owned and operated by Messrs 
White, Sinclair, Litchfield, Ufer and other oil 
men, J. EK. Crosbie, another big producer, is 


a leading Tulsa banker. Now comes E. E, 
Stafford, formerly of this city, at one time a 
school teacher, who made a killing in oil, and 
buys a bank, He and associates have taken 
over the Colonial Trust Company of Tulsa. J. 
W. Lewis, cashier of the First National Bank 
of Sedan, Kan., and also a producer, is vice- 
president of the newly organized Colonial. 
The financial! institutions of the mid-continent 
region are now almost wholly controlled by 
the men who also control the oil business, 

A three-eighths interest in the Boyd and 
Smith property, in 4-19-16, Inola pool, has 
been sold to Marion Travis, Mr. Boyd retiring, 
on a basis of $50,000. There are five wells 
with flush productions, some of them starting 
off at 200 barrels and better. 

Charles Noble and the McMan Oil Company 
have sold a lease in 10-35-15, near Tyro_ this 
county, to Walker et al., who will operate 
the property as the Canola Oil Company. 
There is one well on the lease, drilled about a 
year ago, which flows a little oil, 





It Was reported in these columns a few 
weeks ago that Former Governor Haskell has 
secured from the state of Oklahoma a lease on 


sevente2n miles of sand beds in the Arkansas 
River, near Cleveland, as well as some in the 
Cimarron River in the Cushing pool. The 
Governor now announces that he has sold 
thirteen miles of the Arkansas River beds to 
the Uncle Sam Oil Company, which will de- 
velop the same. It is said the consideration 
was $100,000, 





PIPE LINE RUNS UP. 
The pipe line runs of the Prairie Oil and 
Gas Company for the first week in October 
averaged 112,816.73 barrels a day, which was 


exceptionally high, and was 6,000 barrels a day 
higher than the average for the entire month 
of September. The pipe line runs disprove the 
statements of some newspapers that the produc- 
tion of the field is declining. The deliveries 
of the Prairie Oil and Gas Company for the 
first week of the month averaged 97,172.92 bar- 
rels. This was qa decline of 4,624.63 barrels a 





day from the average in September. The re- 
port indicates that the Prairie tanked 15,643.81 


barrels of oil a day during the first seven days 
of October. This is three times as much as 
was tanked during the previous month. These 
figures are unusual, as generally there is a 
slump in runs and shipments just after the 
first of the month. The Gulf Company is tak- 
ing about 21,000 barrels a day, the Texas Com- 
pany 14,000 barrels, the Petroleum Products 
Company 3,500 barrels, the National Refining 
Company about 5,000 barrels and the Chanute 
tefining Company 2,920 barrels. The latter 
company is running about 215 barrels a day 
of Kansas oil. While the production is ap- 
parently on the increase, there is a considerable 
let-up in field work, and not a few strings of 
tools are hung up and idle. There was a drop- 
ping off in new work last month, and it is be- 
lieved that this month will show fewer wells 
drilled than for several months past. 


TO ARGUE CASE. 


General Solicitor Sam Fitzpatrick, for the 
Prairie Oil and Gas Company, has gone East 
to argue the appeal before the United States 
Supreme Court in the common carrier case next 
week. Out in California the Standard Oil Com- 
pany agreed readily to the common carrier 
jaw, but in this fleld it has persistently fought 
being declared qa common carrier. 

LOOKING OVER FIELD. 

A. C. Woodman, vice-president and treasurer 
of the Union Oil Company of Philadelphia, and 
Herman Jansen, a member of the Board ot 
Directors of the European Petroleum Union of 
Rerlin, have been looking over the mid-conti- 
nent field the past week. They are large deal- 
ers in refined products, and are gathering in- 
formation relative to future supply. 


IT IS NO MORE. 


Fuel Oil Company is a thing of 
last legal act to close up its af- 
fairs having been taken. The title and prop- 
erty of the old company has been cleared to 
the Central Petroleum Company organized by 
the Texas Company under the laws of Maine 
and under the control of that company. One 
of the first acts was to declare a dividend of 
2%.-per cent. The Organization Cotmmittee met 
in New York the past week and assessed, dis- 
tributed and alleged the costs of its own work. 
Thus passes into history one of the most spec- 
tacular litigations in the annals of the mid- 
eontinent field. The Central Fuel Oil Company 
was organized about five years ago. W. S. 
Porter, who organized the first Associated Pro- 
ducers’ Company of California, met P. D. Mc- 
Connell on a train one day and the question 
of organizing a big mid-continent company was 
discussed. Mr. McConnell said the man to 
work up such an enterprise was George C. 
Priestley. Mr. Priestley was telegraphed to 
come to Chicago, and after almost a year’s 
negotiation a large number of companies were 
organized into the Central Fuel, with about 
7,000 barrels a day production. The company 
made a deal with the Texas Company to sell 
it oil, and almost immediately thereafter its 
troubles began, and only ended when the Texas 
had secured control. The Central Petroleum 
Company has $900,000 common stock, $6,000,000 
preferred stock. The bondholders of the old 
company get $300,000; the Texas Company

$600,000. Préferred stock at par was issued to 
take up $5,330,000 outstanding bonds of the 
Central Fuel Oi] Company. Of this amount 


only $70,000 reported for transfer. The officers 
of the new company are:—President, Jos. Cul- 
linan, of the Texas Company, Houston; first 
vice-president, E. C, Lafkin; second vice-pres- 
ident, D. F. Connelly, Texas Company, Tulsa; 
secretary, A. L. Beatty; treasurer, J. E. Cros- 
bie. These and G. C. Priestley and Samuel 
Untermeyer constitute the Board of Directors. 


POOL IS LOOKING GOOD. 


It is doubtful if any pool of like importance 
is giving its operators any more satisfaction 
than the Matoka pool, just south of Bartles- 
ville and along the sage line. The wells in 
this pool as a general thing do not start off 
big, the largest having been about 500 barrels, 
but they hold up nicely; wells that have an 
initial production of 50 to 100 barrels hold up 
at 25 to 35 barrels for months. Raydure & 
Son last week completed a well on the south 
end of the Hendricks farm, and it appears to 
be good for about 50 barrels. It had 105 feet 
of sand at about 780 feet; then 30 feet at 1.370 
feet, followed by a 15-foot break, ahd then 60 
feet more of good pay. All of these sands 
were shot. The pool seems to be extending

like candy from home, In section 15 Rich- 
ards and others also got a big gas well. In 
8-23-8, near Hominy, in the Osage, White, 
Sinclair & Kennedy drilled in No. 2 for a 
35,000,000-foot well. This is the lease which 
White & Sinclair took from Kennedy on a 
Share basis, and got a fine producer the 
first well, C, B. Shaffer got a 30,000,000- 
foot gas weli in 18-18-7, Cushing; in 5-18-7 
the Quaker Oil Company drilled in No. 1, 
Crow, for a 25,000,000 well, and in the 
same section B, B, Jones got a 30,000,000- 
foot well. Of course, these are initial tests. 
Up in Montgomery county, Kansas, Clauss, 
Brown & Wolf are getting some 25,000,000- 
foot gas wells southeast of Liberty. There 
is a great deal of talk about scads of gas, 
but a great many of the wells go to pieces 
in a very short time after the gas is pulled 
on for use, 


USE YOUR OWN JUDGMENT. 


It does not pay in the oil business to ask 
any person’s judgment about a lease. The 
tenderfoot hits it as many times, and some- 
times it seems oftener, than the experi- 
enced operator. The Prairie Oil and Gas 
Company paid rentals on the Herrod farm, 
in 28-15-13, Okmulgee county, for years, 
and finally gave up the lease. Then the 
Devonian Oil Company took a lease on it 
and drilled a test. The No, 1 well was put 
down in the center of the east line, and it 
is reckoned as a 100-barrel producer. This 
well has attracted considerable attention. 
There have been a lot of such wells in the 
Matoka that have never even been reported. 


AN EXCEPTIONAL WELL. 


The gas well drilled over a year ago by 
Stickelber, Jones et al. on the Tipton land, 
in 21-21-14, east of Owasso, and which has 
been producing gas all this time, is still 
putting 3,000,000 feet of gas in the line a 
dav. This is one of the rare exceptions in 
the field. Where one well will make such a 
record in this field fifty others will not do 
it, but rather will go all to pieces in a very 
short time. 


OPPORTUNITY TO MAKE MONEY. 


_ There is a splendid opportunity in Wash- 
ington county, Oklahoma, to make money 
by building an electric line from Bartles- 
ville to Nowata, a distance of twenty-four 
miles, directly through a rich oil field. 
There is no east-and-west railroad through 
Northern Oklahoma. To get from Bartles- 
ville to Nowata it is necessary to go to Tulsa 
and proceed north, or to Coffeyville and 
proceed south. It takes a whole day either 
way. There is a big business between these 
points, and an electric line would pay from 
the day it started its first car. 


GOOD SHALLOW WELLS. 


Some nice wells are being found in the 
Nowata district of the shallow sand. Ziegler, 
O'Connor & Ranney completed their No. 2 
in 2-26-15, west of Nowata, and it is a 40- 
barreler. Davis, Silverstein and others have 
a 2,000,000-foot gas well in No. 1 on the C. 
Phillips, in 28-26-16. It is unusual to get 
a good gas well in the shallow sand around 
Nowata. In 29-26-16 Davis & Wolf drilled 
in No, 4, Ross Tidway, and it started off at 
75 barrels, and their No. 1 on the Riley, in 
15-25-16, southeast of Nowata, is a 50- 
barreler. There were half a dozen failures 
in the southern end of the shallow-sand 
district the first week of this month. The 
Twin States Oil Company reports a 25- 
barrel well east of Nowata, on the Ballard 
farm. Lewis & Singer got a 35-barrel 
pumper in their well on the Longbone, in 
1-26-15, west of Nowata, 

AROUND MOUNDS. 


The Mounds district develops by spurts. 
Just now it is having a spurt, and a good 
many new wells are starting. They are 
located im 18-16-12, 10-16-11, 17-16-11, 24- 


16-11. Some good gas wells are being found, 
some of them testing 10,000,000 feet or 
more, The gas sand in the Mounds district 


holds up better than almost any other dis- 
trict in Oklahoma, 


GUSHER IN OKMULGEE COUNTY. 


The well drilled on the Colbert farm, in 
35-14-14, by Kimbley & Co., is a gusher. It 
is a 500-barrel well, and the Mullins No. 3, 
in the same section, after the shot was a 
300-barreler. These big ones have started a 
lot of new work around them, and there 
promises to be quite a lot of development 
in that part of the county. The Tesca Oil 
Company’s No. 1 on the Williams, in 18- 
13-14, is a 560-barrel producer. 


LOTS OF WORK. 


New work is starting in all parts of the 
field. Over in the Wicey pool excellent 
wells are being found, C. B. Shaffer’s No. 2, 
O, McCoy, 18-16-14, being good for 200 
barrels; at Jenks, Brady et al. got a 250- 
barreler on the Perryman, in 30-13-13; and 
various other tests are starting. In Bird 
Creek, Collinsville, Haskell, Sapulpa, Red 
Fork, Tulsa, Bartlesville, Hogshooter, Cleve- 
land, Osage, Muskogee, Dewey, Copan—all 
over the field new work is starting, and in 
and around dry holes, in new territory, in 
unexpected places, they are getting oil. 


In the Kansas Division. 


Not a week passes but some new inter- 
est is created in Kansas operations. Dur- 
ing the past week one of the big Wells of the 
month was drilled in the Kansas field. It was 
No. 6 on the Burkhardt farm, seven miles 
northwest of Chanute, now operated by Brey- 
fogle, Jones & South. This well, it is claimed, 
put 500 barrels into the tank the first twenty- 
four hours, but after four days was down to 
65 barrels. However, it is a fine well. No. 5 
on this lease started off at 200 barrels. A 
few such wells will set things going lively in 
Kansas. 

John Bell, Jr., of Bartlesville, one of the 
largest individual operators in the field, and 
about the youngest, says those who are pay- 
ing prices for stuff in Oklahoma are passing 
up a good bet in Kansas. Mr. Bell has seven 
wells on the Hester farm at Tyro in the 
southern part of this county, and they are 
making 100 barrels a day. They are shallow 
sanders at that. There is mighty little stuff 
in the Cherokee to beat this. Mr. Bell is now 
interesting himself in stuff up im the Chanute 
district. He has some wells down in Chau- 
tauqua county which he did his best to dis 
pose of at one time and which is now making 
a mighty neat return on the irivestment. It 
is almost impossible now to get anything that 
looks good in Kansas at a reasonable price. 
Few operators are willing to sell. “T have 
never sold anything in this field that I have 
not lost money by it,’ declares one man. 

In the Wayside district old leases are being 
re-drilled and pumpers starting off at from 
10 to 6 barrels are being found. In one or 
two instances leases that were dry in the 
early days are coming in good now. That is 
they are being drilled to the Wiser sand and 
this is found productive while the upper or 
Wayside sand was dry. Then there is yet the 
Peru sand, at about 900 feet, the Bolton sand 
at about 1,200 feet, and the Bartlesville sand 
at about 1,400 feet yet to be drilled. It is not 
impossible that all of these will some day be 
producing in the Wayside district. The Way- 
side, Wiser and Peru are now producing in 
different parts of the pool. The pool is da- 
veloping south and southwest almost to Ha- 
vana, also southeast, and some good wells are 
being found, 

In the early days some wells were drilled 
west of Independence near Walker mound. 


OIL PAINT AND 


Some of these’ started off at 100 barrels a day 
and better. Later they were abandoned when 
the price of oil went down. In One instance 
a lease was ‘‘pulled’’ and abandoned because 
of the extreme exactness and contrariness of 
the farmer who owned the land and made 
life burdensome to the operator. This land is 
now being taken up and will be re-drilled. 
Andrew Benson, of this city, has taken up sev- 
eral hundred acres and will drill. East of In- 
dependence in the Drum creek district, where 
the first successful wells in the county were 
drilled, some Bartlesville parties are drilling 
and getting fair wells, starting Off at 29 to 
80 barrels, one having been finished within the 
past few days. These operators are pleased 
with results. Northeast of Cherryvale some 
operating is being done with about the same 
results, Leppleman, Inge and Gottlieb are 
starting a test on the Dougherty farm near 
the Wilson county line, northeast of this city. 
They are almost certain to get a well, the 
farm having been tested some years ago. 

The attorney-general of Kansas made the 
statement the other day that the Kansas 
Natural Gas Company had ample gas if it 
wanted to supply Kansas City, that it was 
holding back its supply for a higher price. 
This idea seems disproved by the experience 
of the Portland Gas and Pipe Line Company, 
owned by the United Kansas Portland Cement 
Company. When gas was plentiful the cement 
company, then in its heyday, built a gas line 
from Iola to the Hogshooter, a distance of 
about 140 miles at an expense of approximately 
$1,000,000, the line being of 16 to 20-inch pipe. 
At first it had gas for the Independence, Iola 
and Neodesha plants, it supplied Cherryvale, 
Iola and other towns with gas. It had good 
wells all along the line, both in Kansas and 
Oklahoma. Now it has no gas at all and is 
making a frantic effort to sell the pipe for 
8300,000. If the Kansas Natural Gas had as 
much gas as the people think it has it would 
be in clover, 


Various Field Notes. 


The Raydure well on the Greenwood land, 
in the center of the lower valley, 11-25-12, 
Matoka pool, breke loose Monday afternoon 
and put three 250-barrel tanks of oil on top 
of the ground before the flow stopped. This 
is a pretty lively record for a well 60 days 
old in a pool that has attracted very little 
attention. The same company is finishing up 
its well on the Hendricks and it is flowing 
apparegtly about 100 barrels a day, principally 
from the Peru sand. This company is Now 
starting a new well on top of the hill. Irwin 
and others are drilling a test down in the 
southwest corner of the Scullawl in the same 
section. If this well comes in a good pro- 
ducer it will materially extend the field to the 
south. In the northeast end of the pool Algoe 
Brothers, Hoskins & McKinley and others are 
getting some excellent wells. In fact the Ma- 
toka pool is one of the best pools at this time 
in the Cherokee. 

The Elyria Petroleum Products Company has 
started a well on the Hayden farm in 29-21-14, 
northeast of Owasso, and expects to open Up an 
oil pool. This company had a well some time 
ago on this farm which started off at 50 bar- 
rels the first day, but in attempting to re- 
move a liner the tools were lost in the hole 
and it was plugged and the well necessarily 
abandoned. The a, expects Now to do 
considerable drilling in that vicinity. 

The Federal grand jury is investigating the 
charge against the Uncle Sam Oil Company in 
connection with alleged bribery of Osage In- 
dian council at Lawton this week. Among 
those subpoenaed were Superintendent Carroll, 
of the Indian agency, both newspaper pub- 
lishers at Pawhuska, Fred Lookout, chief of 
the Osage council, the Uncle Sam stenographer, 
and others. 

The oil produced from the test well drilled 
on the Herrod farm in 28-15-16, Haskell dis- 
trict, by the Gladys Belle Oil Company, is said 
to be of exceptionally light quality. It is said 
it will test lighter than 45 degrees. It is found 
in a sand extending from 1,553 to 1,583 feet. 

The Inola pool has not been improving with 
age. The latest reports are to the effect that 
the Sanger Oil Company’s test in 10-19-16, 
southeast of the big wells, is in and dry. 
The Ardizzone & Steiner test in 8-19-16, south- 
west of the big wells, is also dry. It is down 
about 800 feet and will be drilled for a deep 
sand. There are 15 wells in the Inola pool, 
all in section 4, and the total output of the 
pool is about 1,000 barrels a day. The Eastern 
Oil Company, which got a 25-barrel well when 
it drilled No. 1 in section 4, reports No. 2 
good for 200 barrels. 

Last week was a bad one for operators in 
the Cushing field. Lightning struck and de- 
stroyed a 500-barrel tank containing i150 bar- 
rels of oil and owned by the Prairie Oil and 
Gas Company on the P. Darrisaw tract in 29- 
18-7; a 250-barrel tank with 30 barrels of oil 
in it, owned by the Pawhuska Oil Company 
and located on the Moffett farm in 28-18-7; a 
500-barrel tank containing 40 barrels of oil be 
longing to C, B. Shaffer on the Wacoche farm 
in 29; also a 1,600-barrel tank with 300 bar- 
rels of oil in it, and two 250s containing 100 
barrels each on the Wheeler farm, and one 
500-barreler on the G. Jones with 45 barrels 
of crude in it were burned.

DRUG REPORTER 


KENTUCKY PETROLEUM FIELDS, 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Barbourville, Ky., Oct. 15, 1913. 


Late operations, while satisfactory, have 
failed to show anything out of the ordinary 
in new production, There has been a fair 
sprinkling of strikes in the developed fields 
of Wayne, Morgan, Wolfe, Lawrence and Ohio 
counties, with occasional] strikes reported from 
wildeat operations in other sections. ‘lhe 
movement of drilling machinery to new dis 
tricts is a feature of the month’s activity and 
several counties are being invaded by the 
prospector for the first time. The season is 
favorable for advance work as the roads were 
never in better condition. One difficulty ex- 
perienced by those operating in advance of 
production is the difficulty of securing leases. 
In most instances bonuses are asked in en 
tirely untested regions and this is operating 
against the inauguration of activity in several 
sections which would otherwise receive tests. 

In the Wayne county fields, lower Kentucky, 
the principal activity in Eastern Kentucky Is 
centered. Four new strikes have been made in 
that county, while one failure is recorded. 
The older pools of Mt. Pisgah and Griffin con+ 
tributed strikes averaging 25 barrels each. 
While this end of the field has been pretty 
well drilled over there are many _ locations 
for additional wells and a good feature of 
operations has been the scarcity of dry holes. 
No recent completions have been up to some 
of the strikes in the early days for the reason 
that the gas pressure has been, considerably 
drawn upon and there is no force behind the 
oil. 

Two new completions, with an average of 15 
barrels each, have been drilled in the Cannel 
City field, Morgan county. Several other wells 
are nearing completion in the deep sand. ‘The 
spotted nature of the formations is not de- 
terring many operators and much new drilling 
is under way. In outlying work many fail- 
ures have been recorded, but on the whole a 
very favorable outlook is shown by the new 
field and the output in the proven pool of 
Cannel City is gradually increasing. The oil 
in this pool is found below 1,500 feet. Beyond 
the natural decline in output of wells, arter 
a few weeks’ pumping, all the strikes have 
held up with a good yield. Wolfe county 
operations have been featureless. Two or three 
new rigs are up in the Stillwell district, apart 
from the old Campton district. The latter p0o] 
contains no new operations. Developments in 
Lawrence county are also quiet, with no Rew 
completions, 

Western Kentucky operations are spreading 
out, with half a dozen ‘counties in the active 
list. Ohio county, where the principal activity 
is centered, is taking a new lease, following 
the break in a long-continued drouth, and 
several new wells are under way. No recent 
strikes are reported. Much advance work is 
under way in this county and several of the 
vests will go a long way toward determining 
the possible limits of the Hartford pool. Wells 
in the Hartford district, which have been op- 
erated for any length, show a good yield with 
little decline and the field will continue to oc- 
cupy the attention of the trade. No results 
have been obtained from various wildcat ven- 
tures in Barren, Allen, Webster and other 
counties. 

With the leasing of ten thousand acres in 
Henderson and Meade counties some interest- 
ing work is promised for that section during 
the winter. The proximity of Indiana develop- 
ments is encouraging for this territory, which 
borders the Ohio River,

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GULF COAST PETROLEUM REVIEW. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Port Arthur, Tex., Oct. 15, 1913. 
A review of the coast regions oil district, 
comprising Southeastern Texas, the Panhan- 
dle, or Northern Texas, and the Louisiana 
fields, for the week shows that work is de- 
layed by the heavy rains over the gulf coast 
regions. The heavy rains have been falling 
for days south of Waco and the floods have 
caused a loss of several million dollars so far, 
with end not in sight. The Sunset-Central 
Railroad alone lost close to 700 feet of trestle 
at Lake Calcasius, La., and trains have been 
handicapped on most all the roads in Southern 
Texas and Louisiana, 


Development work in the Vinton field as 
well as the new Bland field in Orange county 
is delayed, as the high waters hav2 flooded the 
country so that nothing can be done. Up in 
the Panhandle country there has been con- 
tinued rains for several days, and it is next 
to impossible to move material over the muddy 
country. As soon as weather conditions are 
favorable the drill and rotary will be started 
with additional activity. The winter season 
will see a great deal of work acomplished, 
and during that season of th2 year the field 
has the best of it against the more northern 
fields, where heavy snowstorms prevail that 
make it impossible to work to advantage. In 
the Texas field the drill can be kept going the 
year round outside the rainy season. 


Gulf Coast Wildcat Wells. 


The drilling of wildcat wells in the gulf 
coast region is one of the features of the South- 
west. Oil is liable to be found at most any 
spot in Texas, and just as liable to be found 
in large quantities in the extreme western 
section as it is in the once famous Beaumont 
field. The finding of oil across the line in the 
eastern portion of New Mexico has brought 
about the theory that oil exists in the wesé- 
ern portion of Texas, and upon that theory 
much land is being leased in large blocks. 

Due to the high water and damage done to 
the rigs and drilling apparatus, the McKeys- 
port Oil Company has given up and abandoned 
the test at No. 1 South Dayton in Liberty 
county. In Matagorda county P. 8. Griffith & 
Co. have abandoned the test near Bay City at 
a depth of 2,350 feet. The Commancha Oil 
and Gas Company has also abandoned its test 
near Sip2 Springs, in Comanche county. 

In Astascosa county some important develop- 
ment work is under way. The well drilling 
by the Townsite Oil Company on the Townsite 
tract at Somerset will be drilled to a greater 
d2pth in hopes of finding a@ deeper pay. At a 
depth of 1,465 feet a showing of oil and gas 
were found, but soon blew out, and the casing 
is being pulled and the hole will be rimmed 
down, The Somerset Oil Company is down 
close to a thousand feet at its third test on 
the Kurz tract. Other drilling wells in the 
county are shut down awaiting the completion 
of the two tests mentioned. Should either de- 
velop oil in commercial quantities then there 
will be additional tests started. 

Much of the work in the Bland field, in 
Orange county, is shut down on acount of the 
high water, but the Producers’ Oil Company 
is going ahead with its well on the Interstate 
tract. The Sun Company is close to 1,000 feet 
deep at its test near Crowther, in McMullen 
county. Near Chester, in Tyler county, the 
Houston Oil Company is making preparations 
to start a test. A test will soon start near 
San Angelo, in Tom Green county. 


At Humble, Rucker & Co.’s well on the ~ 


Isaacs tract shows a production of 200 barrels 
on the beam. The No. 33 Mason tract, owned 
by Blaffer & Farish, is showing for 150 bar- 
rels a day, and the Producers’ Oil Company’s 
No. 165 Mason tract is showing for 160 barrels 
on the beam. This well was reported good for 
about twenty barrels, 

In the Batson field the Reliance Oil Com- 
pany’s No. 19 Heywood tract is pumping 
twenty barrels daily, and H. G. Kamp’s No. 8 
Hammel tract is only doing about two barrels. 

No completions are reported from the Sour 
Lake, Markham and Goose Creek fields. In 
the Spindletop, Jennings, Saratoga and Vintou 
fizids no wells were reported drilled into the 
pay sand, although several are nearing the 
completion stage. 

On account of the high water and flooded 
conditions the Rio Bravo Oil Company is los- 
ing its production from its good well in the 
Bland field, which means a heavy losg to the 
owners. Work has be2n suspended on the 
pipe line from the Rio Bravo's well to the 
Texas and New Orleans Railroad track, where 
the oil will be loaded on tank cars and shipped 
by rail. The tanks are full of crude and th? 
owners fear to shut the well in. 


Texas-Panhandle Fields. 


Work is being pushed in the Texas Panhan- 
dle fields of Northern Texas, and this section 
is rapidly becoming the real fizlds of the big 
State. The runs of oil from the entire Pan- 
handle field for September amounted to 795,319 
barrels, against 790,220 for August. The de- 
liveries were 842,687 barrels for September, 
against 856,78 for August, At the close of 
September the stocks on hand by the various 
trunk pipe lines amounted to 1,222.923 barrels, 
and at the close of August the stocks were 
1,084,376 barrels, or an increase of close to 
130,000 barrels. 

The bulk of the production for September 
came from the Electra field, where the runs 
from the wells amounted to 151,815 barrels 
and the deliveries were 808,437 barrels. Of 
the amount of runs from the wells the Mag- 
nolia Petroleum Company run 261,262 barrels, 
the Texas Company 440,600 barrels and the 
J. M. Guffey Petroleum Company 49,953 bar- 
rels. The runs in the Electra field for Sep- 
tember shows an increase over those for Au- 
gust of 7,710 barrels. 

In the Petrolia field the runs for September 
amounted to 43,500 barrels and the deliveries 
34,250 barrels. The Magnolia Petroleum Com- 
pany runs 14,000 barrels, the Texas Company 
18,600 barrels and the Oriental Company 10,500 
barrels.

THE LOUISIANA FIELDS. 


The heavy rains and bad weather dusing 
the past couple of weeks has delayed opera- 
tions through the Northern Louisiana petro- 
leum and eas fields, and the production is 
dropping off on that account. To maintain 
the production in the Caddo and other fields 
it is important that new and _ productive 
wells must be found weekly to keep up 
what the old wells decline, and the flooded 
condition of the county will no doubt see 
a heavy decline in the output. The Star Oil 
Company’s gusher, which is No, 8, Loucks 
tract, has stopped flowing, and a rig for 
pumping purposes is being put over the 
hole, This well has been a _ surprise to 
every one, First it caught fire and much 
trouble was had in getting the flames ex- 
hausted, but regardless of this fact the well 
has produced its three owners about $90,000 
worth of oil and has been a good source of 
revenue, When put to pumping it is ex- 
pected to do close to 500 barrels a day. When 
first drilled in the well produced about 5,000 
barrels natural flow, and had declined to 1,500 
barrels qa day when it stopped short in its mad 
career and is now a pumping proposition. More 
than likely when the pumping outfit is put in 
and the lower sands Stirred up some of it will 
regain its flowing pressure, as has been the 
history of other wells in the field, and again 
the well may never do much oil again. The 
proposition is a gamble pure and simple. The 
Standard Oil Company drilled its No. 104, 
Stiles tract, some deeper and increased its pro- 
duction from 150 to 1,000 barrels a day. 

In the Mooringsport district the Higgins Oil 
and Gas Company's No. 5, Jeems Bayou Hunt- 
ing and Fishing Company’s tract, produced 70 
barrels, and No. 4, Smith Lucas tract, © 
barrels The Pure Oil Company's test on_the 
Brown tract shows but 10 barrels a day. The 
Star Oil Company’s No. 4, Loucks tract, shows 
very light, while the Atlas Company’s B-1 on 
the Noe] tract is dry. 

In the Oil City district the Koster Oil Com- 
pany’s No. 39, Surrey tract, shows for 50 bar- 
rels, while the Atlas Oil Company found a 
light gas well at its Pierce No. 1, but will 
probably drill deeper. 

In the Black Bayou and Pine Island district 
the Gas Supply Company found a small gas 
well on the Wemple tract. The rock pressure 
is what makes it small, only being 115 pounds, 
although the volume registers 4,500,000 cubic 
feet. In the Lewis-Vivian field the Charles D. 
Hill Oi} Company drilled a 6,000,000-cubic foot 
gas well on the Goodson lease. The rock 
pressure is only 70 pounds, which is hardly 
enough to force the product through a line to 
market The gas will be marketed, and later 
on the hole will be drilled deeper for oil. 

In the Monterey district the Producers’ Oil 
Company drilled a 40-barrel well in No. 33, 
Harrel] tract The pay was found at 2,395 
feet. The Whipro Oil Company has purchased 
the holdings of the Godchaux Oil Company in 
this field and will start operations as soon as 
material can be gotten to the leases. Nu- 
merous tests are being made in Hart's Ferry,. 
Jeems Bayou, Blanchard, Cross Lake, DeSofo 
parish, Red River parish, Hoosto and other 
districts, and a few of the wells were due to 
reach the pay sand, but the heavy rains de- 
layed the work to such an extent that many 
of the drilling wells were compelled to shut 
down for an indefinite period. 

In the case of A. J. Mercer against the 
Busch-Everett Company for a receivership the 
hearing has been postponed for some time for 
the purpose of taking testimony outside of 
Imuisiana. The defendants have made a com- 
plete denial of what Mr. Mercer claims. 

The Pasadena Petroleum Company has gotten 
in material for a derrick on the Hoell tract, 
near Grane Cane. This well is an important 
development. This company has adjusted mat- 
ters with B. Y. Wemple on the leases in 
DeSoto parish and work will start at once on 
developing the good-looking holdings. 








EASTERN PETROLEUM REVIEW. 
From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 
Pittsburgh, Pa., Oct. 16, 1913. 
A review of the high-grade petroleum fields 
east of the Mississippi River, including South- 
ern New York, Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 
Kentucky, Southeastern, Central and North- 
western Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, for the 
week shows a slight gain over the previous 
week's development work, not only in fin- 





ished wells alone, but in the production as 
well, which ig one of the redeeming features 
of the industry. The increase is not so 
large, but it is interesting to know that oper- 
ations are going along without a hitch. The 
week's work shows that 239 wells were drilled, 
of which 67 were gas wells and dry holes, and 
the production amounted to 5,500 barrels a 
day. 

The pipe line statistics for September give 
an interesting study and show what is being 
done by the drill and pipe lines for a month. 
The total runs of crude from the fields east 
of the Mississippi! River for the month were 
3 barrels, the deliveries were 6,141,- 
$73.75 barrels, and the stocks on hand at the 
close of the month were 16,552,537.53 barrels. 
In the high-grade fields, with the mid-conti- 
neut fields Kansas and Oklahoma and the 
Panhandle fields, the total runs were 
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9,957,359.25 barrels, the deliveries 12,229,986.75 
and the stocks at the close of Sep- 
tember amount to 68,134,700.53 barrels. These 
figures indicate an im in runs in all 
s mentioned of 12,563.29 barrels. In de- 
liveries there is a decrease of 314,780.05 bar. 
rels, and a decrease in stocks of 364,740.67 
barrels, which is another feature, indicating 
that the stocks in storage are being drawn 
upon to meet the demand at this time. The 
stocks of Illinois crude are being heavily 
drawn upon, so they have dwindled to only 
a little over 6,000,000 barrels, while only a 
few years ago there were close to 30,000,000 
barrels of Illineis oil in storage. The fields 
east of the Mississippi River show stocks to 
the amount of 16, 37.53 barr the mid- 
continent field of ¢ .240 barrels, and the 
Panhandle-Texas fields a total of 1,222,923 
barrels.

Casing Head Gasoline. 


The making of casing head gasoline is rapidly 
becoming one of the main factors in the high- 
grade fields as well as in all the flelds west of 
the Mis ssippi River. The making of gasoline 
in this manner has added much wealth to the 
oil properties over the country, and usually 
pays to the expense of running an oil lease and 
leaves an additional income outside of the oil 
production, The largest production of casing 
head gasoline is in the West Virginia fields, 
where the gas is rich in the product—much more 
so than any of the other fields. As far as 
investigated, the best yield of that make of 
gasoline ccmes from the Sistersville field, in 
West Virginia. The output of gasoline from 
the casing head proposition is close to 50,000 
gallons é@aily. Close to 15,000 gallons are 
manufactured in Kansas and Oklahoma, close 
to 17,€00 gallons in California, while in Pein- 
sylvania there are close to 25 plants averaging 
about 250 gallons each daily, and considerable 
is being manufactured in the Southeastern Ohio 
fields. The Clinton Rock gas is well adapted 
to the making of gasoline, but the large gas 
coneerns receive a better revenue from the 
gas by furnishing patrons on their gas trunk 
lines. There is an estimated daily production 
of casing head gas of close to 90,000 gallons 
daily, and the product is disposed of as fast 
as it can be made. The day is near at hand 
when most every little oil lease that has an 
over-supply of natural gas will be equipped 
for the making of casing head gasoline, which 
ean be done at little expense, as natural gas 
will give up its gasoline with but little coax- 
ing, and it does not require an expensive plant 
to get the product. The first casing head gas 
was made in Venango county, Pa., by a 
pumper on leases owned by Mrs. D. B. Emery, 
and from a production of 50 gallons a day from 
these leases has grown to quite an interesting 
industry. The day is not far distant when 
automobiles will be run by illuminating oil, as 
tests are already being made with good suc- 
cess. An automobile was run- from Detroit 
tu Cleveland on the illuminating product and 
no trouble was experienced. 


Pennsylvania Fields, 


Active development? work keeps up in the 
Southern New York and Pensylvania fields. 
In the Allegheny county field in Southern New 
Yurk the Hillside Oil Company has a most re- 
markable well at lot 110, Alma. This well 
when drilled in produced 200,000 cubic feet of 
gas, and after producing eight tanks of crude 
oil still maintains a production of 40 barrels 
daily production, and at 10 days after the 
well was shot, indicating exceptionally good 
staying qualities. Light pumpers are the best 
that can be found at any point in the Penn- 
sylvania regions, and many dry holes are 
being found of late by the drill. In Washing- 
ton county, along the Panhandle Railroad near 
Hill Station, Beck & Co.’s well on the Mce- 
Murray tract is doing 20 barrels a day in by 
far the largest well in the development. 

Beaver county is attracting some attention, 
due to the well drilled on the Montgomery 
tract, in the Smith’s Ferry district. This well 
showed a production of forty barrels at the 
start and is still doing close to half as much. 
The oil was found at a depth of 580 feet and 
the well is owned by eight women that are 
anxious to succeed in the oil game. 

There are a few wells being drilled in and 
adjacent to the old Rouseville field, a few 
miles out of Oil City. At the Rynd farm John 
Rynd’s No. 5 is said to be good for three bar- 
rels, while the Rynd Farm Oil Company has 
drilled in a small pumper on its lease just 
north of Rynd Farm station. Sonthwest from 
Rouseville J. E. Robinson's last completion on 
the Cochran-Robinson lease igs pumping three 
barrels, and a well on the Walts farm is 
credited with four barrels a day. Many of the 
operators are closing down drilling operations 
for the season. Moyer Brothers’ No. 71 Mitch- 
ell tract, just below the West End Borough 
and across the river from Reno, is showing for 
twelve barrels a day. No. 72 is also making 
a good showing, with No. 73 drilling. The 
Thompson Oil Company’s No, 12 on its lease 
near Plumer is good for about two barrels. 
Just above Pioneer Station in the one-time 
gusher field along Oil Creek the Peter Stubler 
estate has drilled the third well on a lease 
on the Sherman Flats and secured a five-barrel 
producer which is a veritable gold mine for 
its owners at prevailing prices. 

In Washington county, in the Burnsville dis- 
trict, the Manufacturers’ Light and Heat 
Company’s wildcat well on the Dinsmore tract 
is a dry hole. In Green county, Dunkard 
township, in the old Mount Morris field F. 
Garrison & Co.’s second well on the Garrison 
tract is also dry. In Hanover township, Beaver 
county, the Andrews Company’s well on its 
own tract shows for thirty-five barrels and is 
the best producer in the county at this time. 
In the Armstrong county gas field an excep- 
tionally large gas well has been drilled by 
the Cummings Company on the Foster tract, 
near Sherritt. The ooh measures 100 pounds 
pressure in a six-inch casing. 

In Allegheny county the People’s Gas Com- 
pany’s well and Bell & Co.’s well on the 
Walker tract are both dry holes. In Washing- 
ton county, in East Finley township, the Oil 
City Trust Company’s No. 4 Cracraft tract 
shows for ten barrels from the fifth sand. 


West Virginia. 


Oil operators are leaving nothing undone to 
secure a good production or an addition to their 
production before the hard winter season sets 
in. But very few strings of drilling tools 
are idle in the Little Mountain State, and 
there will not be as long as they can be kept 
busy. While the wildcat work has let up to 
some extent there is no decline in the number 
of wells drilling, as the old producing sections 
are being looked after closer than ever before 
and wherever there is a location left the drill 
is being started. 

The leading well of the week was a 325- 
barrel gusher drilled by the South Penn Oil 
Company in No. 24 on the Blue Creek tract, in 
the Big Sandy district, Kanawha county. This 
tract contains 27,000 acres and is plenty terri- 
tory to keep the drilling tools going for some 
long period. With all the wildcat work com- 
pleted during the past several months not 
one find of any magnitude was made and the 
trade is somewhat discouraged over the out- 
look for next season's work, not knowing where 
to go to get territory worth the drilling. 

The Beech Bottom pool, in the Buffalo dis- 
trict, Brooke county, during the week shows 
a 100-barrel gusher drilled by the Rockledge 
Oil and Gas Company in No. 5 Miller-Hallie 
tract, but the Horseshoe Oil and Gas Company 
did just the reverse when it drilled its test on 
the McIntyre tract, in the same pool, by getting 
a duster, 








In Kanawha county, Big Sandy district, out- 
side the good well of the South Penn Oil Com- 
pany, on the Blue Creek tract, No. 25 was 
drilled on the same tract, on Laurel Run, and 
the well shows but twenty-five barrels. No. 9, 
owned by the same company, on the D. R. 
Carnes tract, on Hackberry Run, pumped but 
five barrels, and the O’Connell Oil Company’s 
No. 24 Goshorn tract did but five barrels. The 
United Fuel Gas Company’s test on the Queen 
Coal Company's tract, on Morris Creek, is 
a fine gas well. ; 

In Roane county, Smithfield district, the Ohio 
Fuel Company’s No, 5 Cox tract and No. 5 
Adams tract, both on Laurel Creek, pumped 
fifteen barrels each. The Columbia Oil and 
Gas Company’s third test on the Brannon 
tract produced fifteen barrels. The well is on 
Spring Creek. In the Walton district the 
Louis F. Payne Oil Company's No. 6 Summers 
tract, on Green Creek, produced ten barreus. 

In Marion county, Mannington district, the 
South Penn Oil Company’s No, 1 Starkey 
tract, on Warrior’s Run, produced forty bar- 
rels. The Delmar Oil Company's third test on 
the Heldreth tract, on Wolf Pen Run, snowea 
100 barrels. The South Penn company’s test on 
the Hess tract, on Warrior's Fork, is a large 
gasser, with no showing of oil. 

In Harrison county, Sardis district, the Hope 
Gas Company’s test on the Hannah tract, on 
Little Rock Camp Run, is a heavy gas pro- 
ducer. The Benedum-Trees Company's third 
well on the McIntyre tract, on Rock Camp Run, 
did five barrels, and in the Ten-Mile district 
the South Penn company’s No. 8 Edgell tract 
did thirty barrels. 

In Wetzel county, Center district, the Man- 
ufacturers’ Light and Heat Company’s test on 
the Barnard tract, on Knob Fork, was dry, as 
was their test on the Geblin tract, on Fish 
Creek, in the Church district. The South Penn 
company’s No. 17 Cosgray-Stewart tract, on 
Falling Timber Run, Grant district, pumped 
fifteen barrels. 

In Lewis county, Freeman’s Creek district, 
the Crude Ojl Company’s test on the Romine 
tract, on Fink Creek, was a gas well, as was 
the Carnegie Gas Company’s test on the Alford 
tract, on the same stream. In the Court House 
district the Hope Gas Company drilled a gas 
well in its second test on the Reynolds tract, 
in the old Sand Fork field, 

In Wood county, Union district, the Wharton 
Oil Company’s No, 25 Wharton tract did five 
barrels, and in the same field the South Penn 
Oil Company's No. 9 Grant tract did fifteen 
barrels. 

In Gilmer county, De Kalb district, the East- 
ern Oil Company’s No. 4 Hardman tract and 
the Revere Oil and Gas Company's test on 
the Yoak tract, both on Trace Fork, pumped 
ten barrels each. 

In Pleasants county, Union district, the 
Monongahela Oil Company’s No. 41 Wagner 
tract, on Sugar Creek, did ten barrels. The 
Riggs Farm Oil Company’s test on the Riggs 
tract, on Raven Rock, did five barrels. 

In Tyler county, McElroy district, the Man- 
ufacturers’ Light and Heat Company’s No. 1 
Myer tract, on Indian Creek, produced five 
barrels. Bish & Co.'s test on the Main tract, 
on the same stream, is a duster. 

In Monongalia county, Clay district, J. H. 
McDermott & Co.’s second test on the Bell 
tract, pumped ten barrels, and a dry hole was 
drilled by the South Penn company in No. 3 
McFetters tract. 

In Doddridge county, McClelland district, 
Treat & Rowland’s test on the Shrader tract, 
on Ragans Run, did five barrels. In the Big 
Flint district the Philadelphia Company 
drilled a gas well on the Underwood tract, 
and in the Greenbrier district Randolph & 
Ward’s second well on the Richards tract, on 
Greenbrier Creek, did ten barrels.

The Planet Oil Company’s No. 1 King tract is 
maintaining a production of sixty barrels. mi 
the Crooksville field, same county, the Chi 
cago Oil Company’s Nos. 1, 2 and 3 Waltmire 
tract show a combined production of 215 /bar- 
rels, and Emery & Co.’s well on the Watts 
tract at 125 barrels. 2 

In the Hocking county end the Logan Natural 
Gas and Fuel Company’s Nos. 1 and 2 Reins- 
cheld tract are doing 150 barrels each. The 
Fisher Oil Company’s second well on the Nut- 
ter tract looks good for close to eighty barrels. 
The really interesting section of the deep sand 
field is in the vicinity of Union Furnace, where 
the Reinscheld wells were found. This looks 
like one of the best fields found since the 
Bremen-Junction City-Straitsville pools were 
found. Outside of the deep sand territory very 
few good wells are encountered by the drill. 
Belmont county, in the Armstrong Mills dis- 
trict, a ninety-five-barrel well was drilled by 
the Natural Gas Company, of West Virginia, in 
its third test on the Mohley tract. In the 
shallow sand fields, Grandview township, 
Washington county, Tuel, West & Co.’s No. 11 
Beaver tract showed seventy-five barrels. In 
Harrison township, Perry county, the Ohio 
Fuel Supply Company drilled a 4,500,000-cubic 
foot gas well on the Brown tract. Other wells 
in the deep sand and shallow sand fields were 
either small producers, gas wells or dry holes.

LONDON PETROLEUM NOTES, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
London, Oct. 4, 1913. 
OIL, DEPOSITS IN PAPUA, 

It is announced here that the Government of 
the Commonwealth of Australia has decided to 
send a geological expert to investigate the re- 
cent discovery of important oil deposits at 
Vailala, in Papua. Dr. Arthur Wade, D. S., 
A %., C. S., an experienced geological sur- 
veyor, accompanied by Mr. Wrathall as assist- 
ant, has accordingly left London via Singapore 
for Papua. It is expected that the survey will 
occupy about a year, 

OIL DEVELOPMENT IN ARGENTINA. 

From information to hand this week it is 
very interesting to note that in connection with 
the development of the oil-bearing grounds in 
Comodoro Rivadavia, Argentina, Dr. Escobar, 
the national deputy, has submitted a suggested 
law which is very different indeed in its funda- 
mental principle from that which was recently 
sent to Congress by the Executive. The latter 
reserved for the State the direct development 
of the oil fields, but Dr. Escobar departs from 
this rule and establishes that the Executive 
shall contract for the working of these proper- 
ties with one or several companies. 

Powerful influence, [ understand, is forth- 
coming for Dr. Escobar's proposal, which also 
has the support of a strong body of public 
opinion. Moreover, the urgent necessity is em- 
phasized of deciding the question during the 
present sessions of Congress, as the vital in 
terests of the country call for an immediate 
solution. 

GROWING IMPORTANCE OF OIL IN THE 
BRITISH NAVY. 

One of the most significant of recent develop- 
ments, indicating the greater importance at- 
tached by the heads or the British Navy to 
oil fuel, is exemplified by a modification in the 
plans as to fuel storage at the new naval base 
at Rosyth, N. B. It was at first intended to 
relegate the very modest fuel oil accommoda- 
tion to the most western extremity of the base, 
but recently the ground has been examined by 
the First Lord of the Admiralty, and it has 
now been decided that the oil tanks shall be 
Jocated on a much larger area further east by 
the historic Rosyth Castle. 5 

At Davenport thig week the first cruiser in 
the world designed to burn oil fuel exclusively 
was launched. She is the Aurora and is known 
here as the ‘‘destroyer of destroyers.’’ She is 
the first of the eight fast light cruisers, the 
high rate of speed for which she has been de- 
signed—thirty knots per hour—being due to the 
fact that she is fitted solely with oil furnaces. 
Her oil and that of the seven companion ves- 
sels, will to a very large extent be obtained 
under the contract recently entered into by the 
British Admiralty with the Mexican Eagle Oil 
Company. The launching of the first of this 
group of vessels thus marks an important stage 
in the use of oil fuel at sea. 

The Carol, the first oil carrier of the British 
Navy, was also launched at Davenport this 
year. 


SANTA MARIA OIL FIELDS OF CALIFOR- 
NIA, 


On Thursday last resolutions were unani- 
mously carried at extraordinary general meet- 
ings in London of the shareholders of the Santa 
Maria Oil Fields of California, Ltd., providing 
for the purchase by the company at a price of 
£270,000 of leasehold lands forming part of the 
Laguna and Fugler ranches, of 51 per cent. of 
the capital of the Shaw Ranch Oil Company 
and of the entire capital stock of the Santa 
Maria Valley Railroad. Mr. E. Seaborn Marks 
who presided, said the board in view of the 
changes in the companies’ position as produc- 
ers, refiners and traders had come to the con- 
clusion that their best interests would be served 
by amalgamating the whole of their undertak- 
ings with the Palmer Annex Company, which 
would put great assets behind the company 
and secure its position of prominence among 
the great oil companies. They were securing 
thereby an additional area of 13,170 acres of 
oil-bearing territory which included the Laguna 
ranch of 11,920 acres. From a geological point 
of view that property: should be a certain pro- 
ducer. The Fugler ranch had already proved 
to be oil-bearing and should form a reserve 
for future production. By acquiring 51 per 
cent. of the Shaw ranch capital they secured 
the control of the undertaking which was recog- 
nized as among the most valuable of the un- 
developed areas on the Santa Maria field and 
owned 1,000 acres. In order to satisfy the 
purchase price the board asked approval for an 
increase in the capital of the company by the 
creation of 250,000 ordinary shares. The chair- 
man remarked also on the development of the 
company from one dependent solely on the 
production and sale of its own oil to a com- 
mercial enterprise represented by a scientific 
preparation of asphaltum, base oils for the 
eonstruction of water and dust proof roads 
and lighter oils and spirits. 

THE PEARSON COLOMBIAN CONTRACT. 

In connection with the Pearson Colombian 
concession (particulars of which have already 
appeared in these London notes and which has 
been the subject of investigation at Washinge- 
ton) it is reported here by cable that the 
American Legation at Bogoto is being in- 
structed to report upon the contract. While 
the State Department apparently does not be- 
lieve that either Messrs. Pearson or Colombia 
have any wish to build an interoceanic canal, 
it evidently desires to emphasize that the 
United States have a monopoly in such canals 
in America. How it will affect ratification 
of the contract remains to be seen. 
GERMANY’S DECLINING ILLUMINATING 

OIL IMPORTS. 


I notice from statistics compiled by the Ber- 
liner Tageblatt that the importation into Ger- 
many of illuminating oil for the first eight 
months of 1913 exhibits a decline, the amount 
being 487,899 tons, against 451,328 tons in the 
corresponding period of 1912. Austria-Hungary 
contributed 80,302 tons, or 17.8 per cent. of 
the total (as against 69,518 tons, or 14.3 per 
cent.); Roumania, 22.415 tons, or 4.9 per cent. 
(15,088 tons, or 3 per cent); Russia, 13,218 tons, 
or 2.9 per cent. (17,764 tons, or 3.7 per cent), 
and the United States, 335,393 tons, or 74.4 per 
cent. (as against 385,529 tons, or 79 per cent.). 

ADVANCE IN LUBRICATING OILS. 

As regards the market position of petroleum 
products, the only notable feature here in Lon- 
don is a recent advance of 5s. per ton in Amer- 
ican lubricating oils, this being a partial re- 
covery of the decline of 10s.@15s. experienced 
a little time back. The present quotation for 
pale American lubricating is 9s. 64.@13s. 64., 
for black American 8s, 6d.@10s., filtered cylin- 
der 13s. 64.@20s., Scotch pale 9s. 144d., Russian 
black 8s. 6d., and Russian pale 11s.@12s. 1%d. 
per hundredweight, as to quality. The recent 
advance has brought no response from buyers 
and a slack condition of trade rules. In illu- 
minating Oils there is no change to record, the 
market being quiet; American water white is 
quoted at 9d.@9\4d. per gallon in barrels ex 
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wharf, American prime white at 8%44., with 
Russian white, ROumanian or Galician at 84.@ 
8%d., as to quantity and seller, Gas oil offers 
at 808.@%s, per ton, and fuel ofl at 1108.@

BROAD DEVELOPMENT.

ing boxes, ete. One case is known where an 
immense chewing gum business was built up— 


one of the largest in the world to-day—as a 
side issue to a paint factory. 
AN EXTENSIVE INDUSTRY. 
It is unquestionably the tendency, as in 


other lines of manufacture, to carry the actual 
making of goods as far back as possible—that 
is to say, to get as close to original source of 
supply as possible or to be the original source 
supply of all material used and sold. 
It may be seen, therefore, that the term 
‘“‘paint industry’’ is very comprehensive, can 
be given a very broad meaning. This prelim! 
nary explanation is made to show the impos- 
sibility, in a paper of reasonable length, of 
going into minute detail or giving such statis- 
tical information, history,+ ete., of the paint 
industrv as is more easily practicable in classes

BEGINNING OF MANUFACTURE.

mn manufacturing was first begun in Chi 
cago Probably, very early, a number of 
painters were grinding colors and doing as 
indivicuals, for their own use, work that later 
was done in factories. It is well known that 
one of our largest and best known paint fac- 
tories was developed from such a modest be-

It is believed that the first factories were 
put into operation some time in the fifties 


two of them—one on the south side, the other 


on the west side. Those businesses are still 
running, both having developed into large in- 
stitutions. 
FIRST PURE WHITE LEAD 

The first strictly pure white lead, old Dutch 
process, slow corrosion, was made in Chicago 
by D. B. Shipman in 1865—output that year 
less than 500 tons. <A second factory was es- 


tablished in 1879 by others. 

In 1595 a plant was built for the manufacture 
of pure white lead by the quick process. In 
11 was started the making of oxides of 
lead (red lead and litharge). Total output of 
white ad and oxides in all Chicago factories 
in 1912 was over 34,000 tons 

LINSEED OIL. 

Linseed oil was first produced in Chicago in 
1361 by E. W. Blatchford & Co., at corner of 
Clinton and Fulton streets, !n what were 
known as box presses, the seed being first 
mulled by a large stone wheel similar to the 
method now used in making putty. The vield 
oil was twelve to thirteen pounds to a 
bushel. To-day good American seed produces, 
with our modern steel rolls and hydraulic 
presses, etc., nineteen to nineteen and a half 
pounds to tie bushel. For some years there 
was a gradual increase in the number of 
presses employed, but of late the manufacturers 








of linseed oil have shown a tendency two go 
northward to Minneapolis, following the seed

PAINTS OF ALL KINDS. 

With mixed paints has developed the making 
of all kinds of paints, colors in oil, dry colors, 
colors in japan, enamels, ete., and particularly 


the making of specialties for manufacturers 
and railroads. Chicago being such a tremen- 
dous manufacturing center, there is a very 
heavy, steady local demand for paint of all 
kinds just for local manufacturers’ use. The 
increasing growth of Chicago has made a local 
demand, also, for very large quantities of 
paint of all kinds. This trade is sufficient to 


make the largest part of the output of several 

of our large factories and engages the atten- 

tion of many hundreds of jobbers and dealers. 
OUT-OF-TOWN TRADE. 

Chicago's out-of-town trade in paint literally 
extends round the world—a number of our 
manufacturers are doing a considerable export 
business, due somewhat to the fact that Chi 
cago, with her usual enterprise, has originated 
many entirely new things in paint manufac 
ture, for which she finds ready market abroad 
as well as at home. 

No local statistics are available to show 
positively the growth of the paint industry in 
Chicago, but some idea of its marvelousness 
may be gained from the responses made by 
who approached for in- 


some concerns were 
formation on the subject:— 
GROWTH OF THE INDUSTRY. 

One said:—‘‘In 1895 it took about 29,000 
square feet of factory facilities to take care 
of the business we were doing. We now oc- 
cupy buildings which cover 100,000 square 
feet, though the room that we require is only 
about five times what we had in ’95, yet our 
volume is about nine times as great."’ 

Another said:—‘‘In 1897 we had about 12,000 
square feet of floor space; about three years 
later we found it necessary to build a new 


factory with 50,000 square feet of floor space: 
in a few years more we had to increase floor 
space to over 25,C00 square feet; in three years 
more we were forced to add 35,000 square 
feet; so that at the end of thirteen years’ ef- 
fort we found ourselves with a plant having 
nearly ten times the capacity of our original 
quarters, and it now looks as though our facili- 
ties will soon again be proved inadequate ani 
we be once more forced to extend.’ 
SOME PROGRESS. 

Another:—‘‘Increased business eightfold in ten 
years, making necessary a new and greatly 
enlarged factory.”’ 

Another:—‘‘We are doing four times as much 
business as we did in 1897."’ 

Another:—‘‘We are doing about twenty times 
as much business as we did fifteen years ago.’’

SCIENCE CONTROLS. 

Paint making in Chicago has grown from a 
business in which empirical skill predom- 
inated to an industry in which the most mod 
ern scientific methods are in use. In the old 


days a chemical laboratory in a paint factory 
was practically unknown; to-day a paint fac- 
tory without a complete laboratory and corps 
of competent chemists specializing in paints 
is a back number. 
IMPROVED MACHINERY. 

Increase and improvement in output has 
been brought about by the greatly increased 
use of improved machinery. This is the more 





noticeable in business in which employes were 
supposed to be subject to danger from occupa- 


tional diseases, due to use of certain mate- 
rials. These materials are handled almost 
wholly by machinery, where in the past man- 
ual labor was employed. The comfort and 


health of employes has everywhere been given 
very much thought, and whereas in the old 
days paint making, especially white lead mak- 
ing, was considered very injurious to health, 
there is to-day no occasion whatever for worry 


in that direction. 
EFFICIENCY. 

Nowhere in the world ar2 there any better 
general business methods employed than in 
Chicago paint factories, Keen competition 
has made absolutely necessary close watching 
of every detail, and the amount of detail in a 
large paint factory would stun one unfamiliar 
with it Waste is almost entirely eliminated; 
cost accounting of most scientific nature is im- 
perative. Most complete scientific chemical 
laboratories not only are constantly in us2 for 
testing purposes, but engage deeply in re- 


search work, resulting in the placing upon the 
arket of many entirely new products with 
which may be accomplished that which in the 
past was considered impossible. 
EDUCATING THE PUBLIC. 

public is being carefully edu- 
cated by advertising and departments, 
admirably organized and administered, to the 
much more extensive use of paint products, 
both as preservatives and beautifiers. Rather 
different from the situation in 1629, when, it 
is recorded, the Rev. Thomas Allen, of 
Charlestown, Mass., was ‘“‘called to account”’ 
for having paint on his dwelling. The rev- 
erend gentleman received immunity from cor- 
rection by assuring the authorities of his con- 
demnation of the practice of using paint, and 
by proving that the offensive substance had

been applied by a former proprietor and was 
there when he took possession. In 1912 a 
minister of a small Illinois town told the 
editor of the local paper that the crying need 
of the town was a ‘‘gospel of paint.’’ 


HIGHER BUSINESS STANDARDS. 


Many reformations have been brought about 
partly as a result of legislation, but rather 
more through the gradual development of a 
higher standard of ethics. Buyers now get 
full weights and measure, absolute purity, 
when they pay for it, and are free from de- 
ceptive methods which unfortunately were all 
too prevalent some years ago. The average of 
quality is very much higher on all goods and 
is improving year by year. 


CHICAGO AS DISTRIBUTOR. 


Chicago fs most fortunately situatad, as you 
all know, for the purpose of distribution, and 
no other industry enjoys to a greater extent 
than the paint trade the pleasure of location 
in the great central market. It Is most ad- 
vantageously situated, too, for the manufac. 
turing of paint, raw materials of almost all 
kinds being much more accessible from Chi- 
cago than from other points. Even our beau- 
tiful lake plays its part in providing a char- 
acter of water much more desirable for dry 
color making than waters found elsewher>. 
Some have been unkind enough to intimate in 
the past that it was drawn upon rather too 
freely to improve (?) our mixed paints, but 
that was a canard, of course. 

PRESIDENT ELTING A PAINT MAN. 

But that the paint trade has produced not 
omy paint, but men, is attested by the fact 
that one of our most able and popular Mayors 
came from that industry, and that you your- 
selves thought so highly of its product as to 
select your present president, Mr. Howard 
Elting, from its ranks. 





New Patent Medicine and Pharma- 


ceutical Compound Regulations 
in Cuba. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Oct. 17, 1913. 


Advices have been received by the 
Foreign Tariff Sections of the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce from 
Cuban authority to the effect that the 
Department of Health at Cuba has re- 
cently promulgated new patent medicine 
regulations and comprehensive changes 
governing the samitation and the prepara- 
tion and sale of pharmacheutical com- 
pounds. 

The rigid character of these regulations, 
as contained in the decree of April 23, 
1913, called forth a request from the Na- 
tional Pharmaceutical Association that 
more time be given for the compliance 
with the new requirements. This protest 
resulted in the issuing of a supplementary 
decree, under date of August 22, 1913, 
modifying certain clauses in the original 
decree. Non-observance of the require- 
ments is punishable by fine and confisca- 
tion of the product. An abstract of t: 
regulations relating to patent medicines is 
given below:— 

Article 40. The term “patent medicine” in- 
dicates any medicine offered for sale in a 
fal container, with printed wrapper and 
abel. 

Patent medicines and serum, vaccine, and 
similar preparations may be sold only in 
wholesale or retail drug stores and in the 
laboratories where prepared. 

Article 43. When a patent medicine con- 
tains any of the following substances or 
their derivatives, the name and quantity 
of such substafice must be shown on the 
label:—Morphine, opium, cocaine, heroin, 
eucaine, alpha or beta, chloroform, cannabis 
indica, chloral hydrate, acetanilide, strych- 
nine, and such others as may be designated 
by the Bureau of Health (Direccion de 
Sanidad). 

Article 44. Any false or misleading state- 
ment as to the composition of a patent 
medicine, or as to the kinds and amounts of 
substances contained therein, is absolutely 
prohibited. The Bureau of Health may, at 
any time, order the analysis of any patent 
medicine. 

Article 45. The sale of patent medicines 
with anonymous label, or with false indica- 
tion as to manufacturer or factory of origin, 
is prohibited. 

Article 46. Foreign patent medicines must 
be registered with the Bureau of Health by 
agents or importers, and their circulation 
in the country shall be permitted only upon 
fulfillment of the following conditions:—(a) 
The jabels must name the constituents to 
which the patented article owes its medici- 
nal properties; (b) the labels must also state 
the name of the manufacturing druggist or 
company in the country of origin. 

Article 47. No patent medicine shall be put 
on sale before its registration with the Bu- 
reau of Health, A certificate of registration 
will be issued by the said bureau within 
three days from date of application. The 
advertisement or sale of a medicine intended 
to prevent conception is prohibited. 

Article 48. Branches or agencies of foreign 
laboratories established in Cuba which man- 
ufacture or put up patent medicines shall 
be in charge of a pharmacist, qualified ac- 
cording to article 1, of the law of Febru- 
ary 29, 1912, and the products of such lab- 
oratories shall bear the name of the pharma- 
ceutical director and the location of the 
lant. 

P'Article 52. No serum, vaccine, toxine, or 
similar preparation, domestic or foreign, for 
human or veterinary use, shall be sold or 
distributed unless authorized by the Bureau 
of Health. 

The Bureau of Health may, at any time, 
order investigations and experimental tests, 
and any of the above preparations not con- 
forming to requirements shall be confiscated. 
Article 56. The products mentioned in ar- 
ticle 52 shall be sold in their origina] pack- 
ages, with a label showing the name of the 
laboratory and its management, date of 
preparation, serial number, and, except in 
the case of articles not affected by time or 
climate, period of efficacy. They must be 
accompanied by instructions for use, show- 
ing the standard strength, method of preser- 
vation, and curative, preventive, or diagnos- 
tic properties. 

Article 58. The sale of foreign products 
shall conform to the above requirements. 
Agents or representatives of foreign manu- 
facturers must apply for authority to sell 
their goods, and must present a legalized 
consular certificate showing that their man- 
ufacturing laboratories operate legally in 
the country of origin. 

Article 60. The sale is prohibited of any 
serum, vaccine, toxine, or similar prepara- 
tion whose period of efficacy has expired. 
Article 76, Execution is suspended for two 
years from the date of this decree (August 
59. 1913) of the regulation contained in sec- 
tion (a) of arttcle 46, and of that con- 
tained in article 52 relating to serum, vac- 
cine, toxine, and similar preparations. 

A period of six months is allowed for re- 
ports to be made to the Bureau of Health 
on all patent medicines on sale and not reg- 
istered previous to the date of this decree. 
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Gasoline Distillation from Heavy 
Constituents of Crude Qil. 


The question of sustaining the produc- 
tion of the lighter petroleum distillates 
for internal combustion engines to a de- 
gree commensurate with the sharply 
gaining consumption has involved more 
serious concern to all branches of the 
industry than probably any other eco- 
nomical problem of recent years. Gaso- 
line and its allied products are the first 
to be taken off in the distillation of crude 
oil, and the heavier derivatives from il- 
luminating to fuel oil are the result of 
continued stages of distillation. It was 
out of the question to stop the refining 
process at the point where the most 
keenly desired and most valuable prod- 
ucts were yielded. Where the output of 
the lower grades were of a more or less 
forced character, the cost of production 
which could not be brought within nat- 
urally economical regulation by adequate 
markets had to be met to a considerable 
extent by such appreciations to the 
prices for the lightest distillate as they 
could command under the much more fu- 
vorable market conditions. Demand for 
the latter was sufficiently heavy to give 
geod support to the equalization move- 
ment, and at the high level of 2ic. the 
general basis for gasoline for motor use, 
a material part of the cost of the forced 
— product is believed to be cov- 
ered. 

By obtaining a greater proportionate 
yield of the naphthas in the distillation 
ot crude experts have recognized that the 
most practical stage of economical ad- 
justment without a burdensome volume 
of the incidental production of the de- 
rivatives could be realized. What has 
been regarded as probably the most prac- 
tical solution of this problem, whereby 
the breaking up of the hydrocarbons of 
petroleum to a finer degree for the more 
desirable combinations and condensing 
them under compression, and thereby re- 
ducing the percentage of fuel oil, has 
been patented by Willjam M. Burton, of 
Chicago, and assigned to the Standard 
Oil Company of Indiana, which is install- 
ing the process in its refineries at Whit- 
ing, Ind., and Alton, Tl. The product for 
gas engine consumption for which this 
process is distinctive is marketed as mo- 
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odor, for the removal of which no suitable 
treatment has been found. 

A known method of treating the fuel an 
gas oils, forming the aforesaid residue of dis- 
tillation of the paraffin series of petroleum, 
for obtaining therefrom a low boiling-point 
product involves subjecting the liquid to be 
treated to a temperature sufficiently high to 
secure so-called destructive distillation, and 
conducting the resultant vapors through a con- 
denser by way of a pipe or conduit connecting 
it with the still, but having a loaded vaive 
interposed in the conduit between the con- 
denser and still to maintain pressure in the 
latter of the vapors of distillation on the liquid. 
While this practice produces the desired effect 
of lowering the boiling point of the liquid, the 
condensed product, for reasons which I do not 
attempt to explain, is found to have been con- 
verted into distillates belonging to the ob- 
jectionable ethylene group, referred to. f 

The object of my invention is to provide a 
method of treating the aforesaid residue of the 
paraffin group of petroleum by distillation ana 
condensation of the vapors thereof, whereby 
the resultant product of low  boiling-points 
shall be of the same paraffin series and thus 
free from the objection mentioned, or, in other 
words, whereby conversion of the petroleum 
of, that series into products belonging to the 
ethylene series shall be avoided. This object 
I accomplish by raising the boiling point of the 
liquid residue and increasing the heat influence 
thereon while undergoing=distillation by main- 
taining back-pressure on said liquid of the 
vapors arising therefrom by distillation, as has 
hitherto been done as aforesaid, and also 
maintaining the vapors theniselves under pres- 
sure throughout their course from the still 
through the condenser and while undergoing 


condensation. 


Suitable apparatus devised’ for the practice 
of my improvement is illustrated in the ac- 
companying drawing by a broken view in ver- 
tical longitudinal section, _diagrammatiec in 
character, showing parts in..elevation. 

A boiler-like holder 1 for- the liquid residue 
to be treated surmounts a fite-chamber 2 and 
is shown to be equipped with a safety-valve 3 
to relieve excé&sive pressure in the holder, a 
pressure-gage .4, and a temperature-gage 5, 
the preferable construction cf which is that 
illustrated of & tube 51 extending inclinedly 
into the holdéf. through its head and closed at 
its inner end; for containing..mercury, or by 
preference oil, and adapted to have withdraw- 
ably inserted into it through its outer, open 
end a suitable: thermometer 6 for immersion 
into the contents of she tube under subjection 
to the heat in the holder. A conduit 7 leads 
from the top of the holder and inclines upward- 
ly therefrom, to induce the return flow into it 
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tor spirits at practically three cents per 
gallon less than grade of gasoline in gen- 
eral use, but capable of producing ten 
per cent. more power. It is said to be 
only in respect to a slightly pungent odor 
and a trace of yellow that the new dis- 
tillate bears disparagement with gaso- 
line. It is claimed that the Burton 
process is capable of utilizing about as 
many gallons of motor spirits from a 
given amount of crude as are now ob- 
tained of gasoline, thus practically doub- 
ling the output of a fuel suitable for in- 
ternal combustion engines. Attaining the 
meximum extent of production by the 
new metnod will probably require several 
vears, as the process necessitates an ex- 
tremely expensive plant installation, and 
the operation also involves considerable 
xpense. E 

@rrne following is the official description 
of the process filed by the patentee, with 
his application to the Patent Office:— 


My invention relates to an improvement in 
the treatment of the high boiling-point resid- 
ual portions, and particularly the residue of 
the distillation of the paraffin group or series 
of petroleum after the lower boiling point dis- 
tillates have been removed to obtain a low 
boiling-point product of the same group or 
= great and growing demand during the 
past ten years for gasoline has induced a 
large increase in the supply by improvements 
in the method of distilling from crude petro- 
leum the naphthas, the boiling points of which 
range from about 75 deg. F. to 350 deg. F. 
This leaves the illuminating oils, the boiling 
points of which range from about 350 deg. F. 
to about 600 deg. F., and the lubricating oils 
and waxes and, as residue, fuel-oil and gas-oil, 
with boiling points ranging from about 600 
deg. F. to 700 deg. F. The increasing demand 
for gasoline has induced attempts to obtain it 
from this residue; but these attempts, while 
successful in producing gasoline, have in- 
variably, so far as I am aware, as the result 
of lowering the boiling point, changed the 
general formula of the paraffin group 
(CnHon+2) to that of the ethylene group 
(CnH,n), rendering the product unmarketable 
because undesirable by reason of its offensive 
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of unvaporized portions of the liquid, to a con- 
denser 8, the tank of which is shown to be 
provided with a lower draw-off cock 8’. The 
condenser coil 9 discharges at its lower end 
through a pipe-extension 9* thereof, of any 
desired length, into a receiver 10 for the prod- 


ucts of condensation. In this pipe, and thus 
beyond the discharge end of the coil, is con- 
tained a shut-off valve 11, and it is desirable 
to equip the coil with a relief valve 12, shown 
on the upper end of a pipe 12‘! rising from 
near the lower end of the coil through the top 
of that condenser tank for relieving the gas 
pressure which is liable to accumulate in the 
coil and obstruct the action of the apparatus. 

The valve 11 is normally closed. From a 
supply of the aforesaid liquid residue contained 
in the holder 1, heat from the fire-chamber 
distills the volatile constituents, and the re- 
sultant vapors course through the conduit 7 
and coil 9, wherein they are condensed. With 
the valve 11 tightly closed against the escape 
of the products of condensation, the vapors of 
distillation accumulate and thereafter exert 
a high pressure amounting from about 4 to 
about 5 atmospheres upon the liquid in the 
holder or still, raising the boiling point from 
500 deg. F'.-600 deg. F, to 750 deg. F.-800 deg. 
F.; and this pressure of the vapors combined 
with their contained heat greatly enhances 
the conversion of the high-boiling members of 
the paraffin series into low-boiling members 
of the same series. The valve 11 is opened 
from time to time to draw off the products of 
condensation into the receiver 10. In fact, the 
intervals of drawing off should be sufficiently 
frequent to avoid filling the coll with liquid, 
for the most satisfactory operation of the ap- 
paratus. The resultant gasoline is a product 
belonging to the paraffin series, the same as 
the petroleum residue from which it was dis- 
tilled. I do not herein account for the effect 
of the back-pressure from the extreme end of 
the condenser-coil upon the contents of the 
holder 1 in preventing transformation of the 
paraffin series into the objectionable ethylene 
series, but it is the fact that such effect en- 
sues. 

What I claim as new and desire to secure by 
letters patent is:— 

1. The method of treating the liquid portions 
of the paraffin series of petroleum distillation 
having a boiling point upward of 500 deg. F. 
to obtain therefrom low-boiling point products 





of the same series, which consists in distilling 
at a temperature of from about 650 to about 
850 deg. F. the volatile constituents of said 
liquid, conducting off and condensing said 
constituents and maintaining a pressure of 
from about 4 to about 5 atmospheres on said 
liquid of said vapors throughout their course 
to and while undergoing condensation. 

2. The method of treating the liquid portions 
of the paraffin-series of petroleum distillation 
having a boiling point of upward of 500 deg. 
I. to obtain therefrom low-boiling point prod- 
ucts of the same series, which consists in dis- 
tilling off at a temperature of from about 
650 to about 850 deg. F. the volatile constitu- 
ents of said liquid, conducting off and con- 
densing said constituents, maintaining a pres- 
sure of from about 4 to about 5 atmospheres 
on said liquid of said vapors throughout their 
eourse to and while undergoing condensation, 
and releasing from time to time accumulations 
of gas from the products of condensation, 
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Quicksilver Used in Floating Light- 
house Lights.

An account of the new uses to which 
quicksilver is put is described in a state- 
ment issued by the United States Geo- 
logical Survey, in which reference is 

ade to a report from Scotland in regara 
to the use of quicksilver in floating re- 
volving lights im the lighthouses, 

Discussing the general use of quicksil- 
ver, the Survey. officials say that it is 
mainly employed in the manufacture of 
fulminate for explosive caps, of drugs, 
of electric lighting and scientific appara- 
tus, and in the recovery of the precious 
metals, especially of gold, by amalgama- 
tion. An increasing demand has been re- 
ported in manufactures of electric appli- 
ances. An interesting and increasing use 
in Scotland is the floating of the lights 
of lighthouses upon a body of quicksil- 
ver. The metal is not consumed, of 
course, and the loss in use is insignifi- 
cant. Concerning ~ this, Consul Fleming 
writes as follows:— 

fdinburgh’s principal uses of quicksilver are 
for resilvering mirrors and for ‘‘floating’’ the 
revolving lights in lighthouses. The commis- 














sioners of northern lighthouses, Edinburgh, 
have in their charge ninety lighthouses on the 
coast of Scotland. Up to the year 1900 the 
revolving lights were borne on rollers. The 
‘float’ system has been gradually introduced, 
however, and is now in operation at thirty 
stations and will be used in all others. The 
lighting machinery rests on a pontoon which 
runs on quicksilver in a groove. The quantity 
of mercury required for this purpose in a 
lighthouse is from seven to eight flasks, of 
seventy-five pounds each. As the waste is 
trifling, the total present demand for this pur- 
pose is small. 





Cocoa and Chocolate Labeling. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Oct. 17, 1913. 


Through the Office of Information of 
the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, the following announcement is 
made :— 


In response to a number of requests for a 
hearing on the subject of the proper label- 
ing of cocoa and chocolate by persons who 
object to the definition of cocoa laid down 
in the food inspection decision 136, the 
Board of Food and Drug Inspection wilt 
grant a public hearing on this subject in 
the Bureau of Chemistry at 10 a. m. No- 
vember 7. Those who are not able to at- 
tend may mai] their views in writing to 
reach the board not later than the time set 
for the hearing. 


The chief question at issue is whether 
cocoa to which sugar has been added can 
properly be labeled ‘sweet powdcred choc- 
olate.’ Food inspection decision 136 and 
also circular No. 19 of Standards of Purity 
for Food Products defined chocolate as be- 
ing the solid or plastic mass obtained by 
grinding cocoa nibs without the removal of 
fat or other constituents «except the germ. 
Cocoa and powdered cocoa are terms ap- 
plied to cocoa nibs deprived of a portion of 
its fats and finely pulverized. The question 
at issue is whether the powdered products, 
containing less cocoa fat than chocolate, 
may be labeled chocolate.

In 
the aggregate this will be of enormous advan- 


tage to the fertilizer industry. The disposi- 
tion you have shown to help yourselves in the 
organization of your Middle West Soils Im- 
provement Association commands respect; also 
it leads to the suggestion that possibly the 
time has come when you might go farther and 
organize under the auspices of this association 
a research institution or laboratory, similar 
in a general way to the laboratory recently es- 
tablished by the National Canners’ Association, 





which would be prepared to investigate any 
problems in the physics, chemistry or biology 
of fertilizers of general interest to your mem- 


bership and of particular interest to individ- 
uals who had secured rights to such assistance. 


An institution of this kind could be well 
financed and maintained for 1 per cent. of 
the estimated earnings of the members of this 
association, and could be made a most useful 
and economic instrument in the development 
of your business, 

That many of you are soon going to follow 
the lead of other large manufacturing indus- 


tries and employ trained experts for your own 
particular ends is quite probable. 3ut there 
are many problems arising at present in which 
such an institution’s assistance would be ex- 
tremely valuable to individual users as well 
as your organization as a whole, and the as- 
sistance, advice and guidance which such an 
institution could furnish would be invaluable 
in anticipating and meeting the changing con- 
ditions which your industry must meet in the 


near future, 

Your industry is a large one and increasing. 
It caters to and is therefore dependent upon 
a large portion of the general community, and 


coming 


is in this sense a public utility. It is 

to be recognized as a principle of American 
economic life that the public has formal as 
well as ethical rights in public utilities and 


their management or control. This principle 
has been recognized for some time past in your 
industry, and many, if not all the States, 
where fertilizers are sold to any extent, main- 
tain State fertilizer controls. These, speaking 
generally, are quite efficiently administered, to 
the advantage of the communities, and, let us 
hope, to the advantage of the producers But 
your business is largely an interstate business. 
3oth on the mechanical side and on the busi- 
ness side it presents problems of very consid- 
erable moment to the body politic which are 
not and very probably cannot be satisfactorily 
adjusted by the existing State controls. 

It would be idle for me to stand before you 
and pretend that your business is not fre- 
quently, and always has been, under suspicion 
of practices and methods inimical to the in- 
terests and just rights of the consumer. These 
suspicions exist, and sooner or later are likely 
to iead to a Federal fertilizer control What 
form this control is to assume no one at this 
speaking can say I will not pretend that in 
the position I have been occupying as a Fed- 
eral officer I have not formed opinions and 
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even a judgment, and that I am not aware 
that the matter is in the minds of representa- 
tives of the people in Congress as well as mem- 
bers of the executive bra s of the govern- 
ment. Certain principles are now fairly clearly 
defined, 





A Federal control is just i if it can elimi- 
nate objectionable conditi or mitigate their 
effects, which still persis spite of the effi- 
cient administration of State controls. And it 
should be so designed tha t will promote the 
interests of the producer ell as consumer. 
However, it may appear at first sight, and in 
the light of past history true interests of 
producer and consumer ar t and cannot be 
iniimeal since they are imentally neces- 
sary to each other. 

This organization should an important in- 
strument in the formulati f the control reg- 
ulations. It will not do, however, for you to 
approach this problem m ly from the finan- 
cial side. It must be tak up fundamentally 
from the technical side and on the basis of 
sound scientific deduction A research insti- 
tution of the kind I have suggested above 
hould prove of value to you in this connec- 
tion alone In all human probability the De- 
partment of Agriculture, which I have the 
honor to represent before you to-day, will be 
consulted in the formation or such regulations 
and probably administer them. We can prom 
ise you that so far as we are concerned we 
will approach this work with open minds and 
an earnest desire to be just to all concerned. 





We hold ourselves the servants of the people, 
your servants as also the servants of the great 
body of farmers whom you also serve. We are 
prepared to place our services at your com 
mand, and if neither we nor any other gov- 
ernmental institution has given the manufac 


turers’ side of the fertilizer problem an amount 
of investigation and work commensurate with 
that done more directly for the consumer, it 
is because you have not made known to Con- 
gress, who authorizes and directs our work, 
your desires and the reasons therefor. 

To sum up: 

1. Your business is one fundamental to 
nation’s economic development. 

2. It has achieved great magnitude 
still growing rapidly. 

3. In raw materials, in problems 
facturing and in financial methods, important 
and even fundamental changes are imminent 

4. To meet these new conditions successfully

“Potash in Western Saline’ Deposits” 
is the title of a report by James H. 
Hance, of the United States Geological 
Survey, just issued. The examinations 
of the various saline lakes, marshes, 
flats and wells described in the report 
were made in connection with the 
broad line of search which the Geo- 
logical Survey is making throughout 
the West in quest of commercial pot- 
ash deposits. While none of the locali- 
ties in question are shown to be prog- 
ising as possessing potash in sufficient 
quantities to warrant development, the 
description and analyses are published 
by the Survey as a contribution to the 
general subject. 


A consular report, treating the sub- 
ject of inroads made into the trade of 
Bolivia as a result of German activities 
at the expense of American and Great 
Britain interests in that country, gives 
the gain in German exports to Bolivia 
during 1912 ag $2,500,000 over the value 
of 1911 exports, while losses amounting 
to more than $2,000,000 were experi- 
enced by this country, and $1,250,000 by 
Great Britain. In accounting for the 
marked differences in the trade rela- 
tions of the different countries the re- 
port states that German exports to the 
Bolivian markets appeal to the buyers 
of that country not only on account of 
the cheapness of German products, but 
because Emglish exporters are more 
conservative and American exporters 
appear to be less familiar with foreign 
characteristics and less accommodating 
in supplying information. 





Oil Strike at Calgary. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Calgary, Alta., Oct. 15, 1913. 

Following the reported discovery of oil on the 
Calgary Petroleum Products Company's lease 
in the Black Diamond district, a short distance 
southwest of here, this city is the scene of ua 
very decided oil boom. 

Drilling has been in progress in the Blach 
Diamond district for nearly a year, two cum- 
panies racing to see which could first strike 
the pay. The Calgary Petroleum Products 
Company is headed by A. W. Dingman and 
is backed to a large extent by Canadian tap!t- 
tal, while I. E. Segur, of California, is muan- 
ager of another syndicate which has a location 
some eight miles distant from the Calgary cum- 
pany’s well. 

The latter well was drilled in on Saturday, 
and the hole rapidly filled with om. The well 
was capped, the compauy having no tanks or 
reservoirs of any kind on hand to take care 
of the supply. Manager Dingman states that 
the product exists in commercial quantities 
and regards the strike ag important. The oi! 
is of high quality, testing, it is claimed, as 
high as 75 per cent. gasoline. Following tne 
strike an automobile tank was filled at the 
well] and the machine driven to the city, nearly 
thirty miles, on power furnished by the crude 
product. 

Following the discovery there was a rush tv 
the Dominion Land Office to file claims, uyp- 
ward of 100 men standing in line through Sat- 
urday and Sunday waiting a chance to file in. 
Considerable territory has already been leased, 
and hundreds of leases are reported to have 
changed hands at fancy prices on Sunday. 

A bulletin issued by the Department of 
Mines at Ottawa a few days before the strike 
deals at considerable length with the gevlogi- 
cal conditions of Western Canada, and their 
bearing on possible oil discoveries there. The 
department holds that the Devonian limestone 
is the source of the gas and petroleum prod- 
ucts of Northern Alberta, while the Dakota 
sandstone overlying the Devonian forms the 
reservoir into which these products have risen 
and in which they have been obtained by the 
overlying shales. The Dakota sandstone is the 
productive formation at the mouth of Pelican 
River, where there is a large gas supply, and 
is also believed to be the gas bearing turmation 
at Bow Island, in Southern Alberta. As the 
Devonian limestone and Dakota sandstone are 
widely distributed in the prairle provinces, un- 
derlying a great portion of Alberta, Saskatche- 
wan and Manitoba, the prospects for the open- 
ing up of large fields are good, though drillers 
must go to a considerable depth. 

So far the development of this territory has 
been largely along the lines of gas production. 
At Pelican River heavy flows of gas were en- 
eountered at a depth of 820 and 837 feet. A 
great gas field, the largest in Canada, underlies 


the city of Medicine Hat and its environs. At 
Bow Island there is a flow of several million 
cubic feet. Hitherto prospecting for oil has 
yielded no returns of great commercial im- 
portance, the drilling having been confined to 
the Pincher Creek district in Southern Alberta, 
Traces of petroleum have been found in the 
Dakota sandstone of Northern Alberta. Test 
wells drilled at Pelican River in the 90s showed 
the presence of a heavy, tarry petroleum at a 
depth of about 837 feet. 





Complicating Effect of Special Duty 
Discount on Imports by American 
Vessels. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Oct. 17, 1913. 

The first legal complication to arise 
from the new tariff law is so striking 
in nature as to involve not only the State 
and Treasury Departments, but the De- 
partment of Justice. This results from 
a desire of the administration to obtain 
a legal opinion from the Attorney Gen- 
eral of the United States as to the scope 
and effect of sub-section 7, Division J, in 
tie 4th section of the new tariff law. 
This provision relates to the proposed dis- 
count of 5 per cent. to be allowed from 
all duties imposed by the tariff on mer- 
chandise that would be imported in ves- 
sels bearing a flag of the United States. 

It has been something of a surprise to 

legislators and to public officials here 
generally that Chairman Underwood, ot 
the Ways and Means Committee, which 
committee originated this provision of 
the tariff, should show such a firmness 
in standing out against the Treasury and 
State Departments in the interpretation 
to be placed upon this section.. It is plain 
to be seen from what Mr. Underwood has 
said about this provision, since the tar- 
iff law was passed, that the Democratic 
leader in tariff matters not only desired 
to see the discount of 5 per cent. from 
existing tariff rates on all American ves- 
sels, but that the provision was to be so 
construed ag to induce this government to 
abrogate a large number of treaties with 
the leading commercial nations of the 
world. The situation has been somewhat 
intensified in the past few days by the 
direct requests made on behalf of the 
governments of France and Japan that 
their ships be allowed a similar discount 
on the basis of what they claim to be 
‘“‘favored-nation-treatment”’ under the 
terms of the existing treaties which they 
have with this nation. 
_ Immediately upon the tariff law becom- 
ing effective so much doubt existed in the 
minds of the Secretary of the Treasury 
and the Secretary of State as to the precise 
meaning of this provision in the tariff 
that a formal order was issued to col- 
lectors of customs not to allow the dis- 
count of 5 per cent. on commodities 
brought in in American ships, because, as 
was claimed by these executive officials, 
the provision as it stands in the tariff, 
as a result of the proviso contained in the 
provision, leaves the matter open to two 
or three constructions, and is therefore 
vague and uncertain. According to the 
opinion expressed by Mr. Underwood, 
however, the provision is not uncertain 
and he not only desires to see the 5 per 
cent. discount given on goods shipped in 
Amercan bottoms, but he wishes to see 
this government take a position requiring 
the abrogation of the commercial treaties 
which stand in the way of allowing the 5 
per cent. discount on goods shipped in 
American bottoms from other countries. 

The point raised with respect to this 
provision of the tariff is that the first 
part of the provision authorizing the al- 
lowance of a discount of 5 per cent. on 
goods brought in American ships would 
under any construction doubtless make 
such allowance. The proviso, however, is 
to the effect ‘‘that nothing in this sub- 
section shall be so construed as to abro- 
gatt or in any manner impair or affect 
the provisions of any treaty concluded 
between the United States and any for- 
eign nation.’”’ The question then is wheth- 
er the 5 per cent. discount if allowed on 
goods shipped in vessels carrying the 
American flag whether a similar discount 
must be allowed to the vessels of nations 
having treaty arrangements with this na- 
tion which allows to the ships of such 
nations the same treatment as is given the 
ships of the United States; or, whether 
the proviso that no construction shall be 
giveu to the sub-section which will abro- 
gate a treaty would actually prevent the 
giving of the 5 per cent. discount on mer- 
chandise shipped in American vessels, be- 
cause such allowance might tend to abre- 
gate the treaties in question. 

It is claimed by the officials of the gov- 
ernment who have to do with customs 
matters and the construction of treaty 
engagements between the United States 
and foreign countries, that too broad a 
construction is placed in the claims set 
up by France and Japan under what is 
known as the “favored nation” clause. 
This featureoftreaties has oftenbeen con- 
strued by this government in such a way 
as to allow the granting of special privi- 
leges to the shipping and exporting of 
commodities by citizens of the United 
States, which under no circumstances 
would be granted to any competing na- 
tion or the citizens thereof. This was 
strikingly shown in legislation by Con- 
gress with reference to the trade of the 
Philippine Islands after those islands be- 
came a dependency of the United States. 
The favored nation clause is, therefore, 
construed by this government much in 
the same way that so-called reciprocity 
treaties are construed by this government 
in that it has often been held by this 
government that reciprocal concessions 
granted under treaties do not follow gen- 
eral treaty Obligations with other coun- 
tries, but is a concession granted for 
concessions received and are to be treated 
independent of any other treaty engage- 
ment which the nation may have. 

It is generally recognized that if this 
provision is supported in the light thar 
Chairman Underwood and his colleagues 
have desired, and a decision to that ef- 
fect shall be given by the Attorney Gen- 
eral of the United States, that a substan- 
tial change in tariff duties on imports 
brought in ships carrying the American 
flag will result, so far as exports from 
several countries to the United States are 
concerned. In the case of Russia, for 





example, the United States has absolutely 
no treaty engagements with that country 
at the present time. There are also 
probably many minor countries of the 
world which have no treaties with the 
United States, having favored nation 
clauses in them, or engagements which 
guarantee similar treatment to the ship- 
ing of such countries, if they are coun- 
tries with shipping, that are accorded in 
the special treaties which the United 
States has with such countries as Great 
Britain, Germany, Italy and others. It 
is these later treaties which Chairman 
Underwood and his colleagues state they 
desire to see abrogated in the interest of 
making the 5 per cent. allowance on all 
goods shipped to the United States, with 
the avowed purpose of making this finan- 
cial grant a helpful means of encourag- 
ing ships of the United States engaged in 
the foreign carrying trade. 

For several years at a number of ses- 
sions of Congress when tariff matters 
were being considered, efforts were made 
to secure the adoption of some such con- 
cession to American shipping, but the 
fact that it was universally construed 
that such provision in our law not only 
would abrogate existing commercial treat- 
ies _ with important nations, but might 
lead to a retaliation, and for these rea- 
sons all such plans have been defeated 
until the enactment of the new tariff law 
with the provision as stated, and whic 
bas brought about the legal complications 
that are engaging the attention of the 
Law Department of the government.

the increase. The disease is reported in 
every cotton field in the State of Georgia. 

Anthracnose attack: the cotton bolls, 
the young seedlings, the stems and the 
boll pedicels. The boll injury, called boll 
rot, Is the most apparent and probably 
the most serious form of the disease 


Minute round spots of a dullish red color 
are the first visible signs of the trouble. 
As they enlarge, tle center becomes 
black, but later, if weather conditions 
are favorable, anthracnose spores are 
produced in abundance, beginning at the 


center, and the spots then take on the 
characteristic pink color, surrounded by 
a narrow border of dulr reg, which 


shades off to the normal green of healthy 
tissue. In very dry weather the spores 
are produced sparingly and the spots are 
gray to black instead of pink. The spots 
enlarge to a half inch or more in diam 
eter and where several coalesce irregular 
diseased areas are formed, which some- 
times involve the entire boll. Any lock 
that is effected produces discolored cotton 
which sticks to the burr; the lint is weak 
and worthless, and lowers the grade of 
the whole picking, while the seed from 
every such lock will either be destroyed 
or penetrated by the disease, so that it 
will act as a source of infection to the 
succeeding crop should it be used for 
planting. 

The cause of anthracnose js a fungus 
growth which is propagated by spores 
carried in or on the seed and by insects. 
The fungus can live on dead polls in the 
field for at least a year and in the seed 
for two or three years. Boll rot is favor- 


ed by warm rainy weather and by too 
close planting. Remedial measures con- 
sist of the selection of healthy seed for 
planting, the rotation of crops and the 


use of varieties known to be resistant to 
anthracnose.

With five big cargoes of petroleum in 
bulk carried out of this port, the total 
being 7,819,125 gallons, exports of this ar- 
ticle from the port during the past week 
received a substantial impetus. This 
brings the total for the year thus far up 
to 205,069,034 gallons, while during the 
same period in 1912 the total bulk exports 
of petroleum were 235,001,326 gallons.

Heads of United Cigar Stores Trying 
to Buy Riker-Hegeman-Jaynes 


Stores. 

GEORGE W. WHELAN, FOUNDER AND 
PRESIDENT OF THE “CIGAR COM 
BINE,’’ AND HIS BROTHER, CHARLES 
A. WHELAN, VICE-PRESIDENT OF 
THAT ENTERPRISE, NEGOTIATING 
FOR PURCHASE OF LARGEST CHAIN 
OF PHARMACIES IN THE WORLD—-IF 
UNSUCCESSFUL IN EFFORTS TO Ac- 
QUIRE THE “CORPORATION” DRUG 
STORES THPY WILL ESTABLISH 
CHAIN OF THEIR OWN FROM ATLAN- 
TIC TO PACIFIC UNDER MANAGE- 
MENT OF UNITHD CHEMISTS’ COM- 
PANY, FORMED IN 1904 FOR THIS 
PURPOSE — ALREADY OWN FOUR 
DRUG STORES OPERATED UNDER 
NAMB OF LAUER DRUG COMPANY, 
Instead of invading the retai] drug 

field on a gigantic scale under the cor- 

porate titles of the United Chemists’ 

Company or Lauer Drug Company, as 

originally contemplated, George W. 

Whelan, founder and president of the 

United Cigar Stores Company, and his 

brother, Charles A. Whelan, vice-presi- 

dent of that concern, are now planning 

a realization of their long-mooted 

scheme for owning and operating the 

largest chain of drug stores in exist- 
ence through the purchase of the Rik- 
er-Hegeman-Jaynes drug stores. 

Negotiations looking toward the ac- 
quisition of the Riker-Hegeman-Jaynes 
stores by the Whelans are already un- 
der way, being conducted on behalf of 
the latter interests by the law firm 
of Stroock & Stroock, of 30 Broad 
street. In the event of a failure of 
these negotiations to reach a conclu- 
sion satisfactory to both sides, the 
Whelans announce, through their at- 
torneys, their intention of entering the 
retail drug business with a chain of 
stores under the management of their 
United Chemist Company, which they 
formed in 1904 for this purpose, or un- 
der the contro] of some other corpora- 
tion, similar to the Lauer Drug Com- 
pany, which they formed in 1909, in or- 
der to obtain experience in the retati 
drug trade, and which already owns 
and operates four pharmacies in New 
Jersey and Long Island. It is consider- 
ed probable, however, that there will 
be no necessity for recourse to the 
United Chemist Company or Lauer 
Drug Company in the launching of the 
Whelan chain of drug stores, as it is 
presumed that the deal now under way 
for their purchase of the Riker-Hezge- 
man-Jaynes chain will be put through, 
probably before the end of this week. 
The purchase price demanded by the 
Riker-Hegeman-Jaynes interests is 
now the only obstacle in the acquisi- 
tion of their stores by the Whelays, 
and it is beiieved that a figure will soon 
be agreed upon which will meet with 
the approval of both parties. 

Charles A. Whelan, vice-president of 
the United Cigar Stores Company, ad- 
mits that negotiations in behalf of 
himself and his brother have been 
going on for about a week for the pur- 
chase of control of the Riker-Hege- 
man Company stores in New York City 
and of the Jaynes stores in Boston 
and other parts of New England, and 
expresses the belief that they will be 
concluded in another week, He adds, 
however, that the Liggett chain of 
drug stores, controlled by Louis K. 
Liggett, founder of the United Drug 
Company, of Boston, will not be in- 
cluded in the contemplated acquisi- 
tion of retail drug stores. Mr. Lig- 
gett also refutes rumors that of a 
possibility of a combination between 
his stores and the Riker-Hegeman and 
Jaynes stores, either under the present 
management of the two last-mentioned 
interests or under the control of the 
Whelans, of United Cigar Stores Com- 
pany fame. : 

Though admitting that negotiations 
have been entered into and are now 
well under way on behalf of the 
Whelans for the purchase of the Riker- 
Hegeman-Jaynes drug stores, Silomon 
M. Stroock, of the law firm of Stroock 
& Stroock, which represent the Whelans 
in the proposed deal, states that the 
contemplated acquisition of these re- 
tail drug stores is not for the account 
of the United Cigar Stores Company, 
but solely for the Whelans. 

“The United Cigar Stores Company, 
as a corporation or joint stock com- 
pany, whose stocks is held by many 
hundreds of shareholders, has nothing 
whatever to do with the proposed pur- 
chase of the Riker-Hegeman-Jaynes 
drug stores,” said Mr. Stroock, when 
seen by a representative of the Oil, 
Paint and Drug Reporter, Saturday. 
“George W. Whelan and his brother, 
who are, as a matter of factfi presi- 
dent and vice-president, respectively, of 
the United Cigar Stores Company, are 
the only prospective purchasers of the 
Riker-Hegeman-Jaynes stores.” 

It has long been a cherished scheme 
of George W. Whelan to enter the 
retail drug field, and to revolutionize, 
through combined management and 
system, this retail business in a man- 
ner similar to that in which he has 
revolutionized the retail cigar and 
tobacco industry, under the manage- 
ment of the United Cigar Stores Com- 
pany. With this. idea in view, he 
formed, in 1904, the United Chemists’ 
Company, with a capital of $20,000,000, 
but because of a lack of suflicient ex- 
perience at that time and the difficul- 
ties then encountered in attempting to 
establish a proposed chain of retail 
drug stores from the Atlantic to the 
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Pacific, Mr. Whelan has never proceded 
further in the carrying out of the plan 
with the company then incorporated. 
Four years ago, however, he formed 
the Lauer Drug Company for the pur- 
pose of acquiring a few retail drug 


stores and to learn from experience 
with these how to systematize the 
business. The Lauer Drug Company 
now owns and operates four stores, 
located in South Amboy and Perth 
Amboy, N. J., and in Flushing and 
Jamaica, L. I. Mr. Whelan is now 


carry out his big scheme 
for entering the retail drug field on 
a large scale, and for this purpose he 
and his brother, and a few associates, 
are secking to obtain the Riker-Hege- 
man-Jaynes stores as the nucleus of a 
big system. if the Whelan interests 
fail to acquire this chain at a price 
Which they are willing to pay, or if 
they find that they are likely to en- 
counter ruinous competition on the part 
of some other chain of stores with the 
Riker-Hegeman-Jaynes stores, either 
in New York city or New England, 
they will break off their negotiation 
for the Riker-Hegeman-Jaynes stores 
and willenter the field by buying stores 
for their United Chemists’ Company, 
Lauer Drug Company or sOme other 
corporation which they will form for 
this purpose. 

The Riker-Hegeman-Jaynes chain ot 
Stores consists of about ninety stores 
in New York City, New England and 
nearby States. Of this total, forty-five 
stores are im New York city 

While it is possible that the ac- 
quisition of the Riker-Hegeman-Jaynes 
drug stores by the Whelans, as heads 
of the United Cigar Stores Company, 
may lead to a cessation of keen com- 
petition in the retail tobacco, drug ar. 
ticle and soda water fields, such a halt- 
ing of the war now being waged by the 
retail tobacco and drug “combines” is 
not understood to be included in the 
plans of the Wohelans. 

As the negotiations for the purchase 
of the Riker-Hegeman-Jaynes stores 
by the Whelans are still in embryonic 
State, no intirmation is yet obtainable 
as to the purchase price which will 
probably be paid, but it is believed that 
a large figure will be named, consider- 
ing the amount of capital represented 
by these drug interests and by the for- 
tunes of the Whelans. 

The Riker-Hegeman-Jaynes 
do a business in New York and New 
England of about $15,000,000 a year 
and yield prOfits estimated at $1,000,000 
to $1,500,000 per annum. The Riker- 
Hegeman Company was incorporated 
in July, 1908, as a consolidation of the 
William L. Riker & Sons Company and 
Hegeman & Co., both of which owned 
chains of retailing drug stores in New 
York city amd jin that city and New 
England, respectively. In 1912, the 
Riker-Hegeman Company was capital. 
ized at $15,000,000. The Jaynes drug 
stores, which are controlled by the 
Riker interests, are all located in New 
England and have their headquarters 
in Boston, where they encounter com- 
petition on the part of the Liggett 
Stores, some Of which are now located 
in New York city, notably at Broadway

and Thirty-fourth street, and in the 
irand Centgal station. The United 
Cigar Stores Company, founded and 


virtually controlled by the Whelan in- 
terests, is Capitalized at $35,000,000, of 
which one-seventh is preferred stock. 
It does an annual business of about 
$30,000,000 im its thousand stores. 

It is understood to be the desire of 
the Whelans to demonstrate im the re- 
tail drug field, as they have in the re- 
tail tobacco business, that the former 


can be made much more profitable 
than hitherto through efficient organ- 
ization. It is not their intention to 


extend the chain of Riker-Hegeman- 
Jaynes stores immediately, but to en- 
large the business only as enlargement 
is warranted. 

Although competition between the 
Riker-Hegeman stores, represented by 
the Jaynes stores, and the Liggett 
stores in New England has recently 
become very keen, it is asserted in 
well informed quarters that there will 
be no war between these chains of 
stores in the event that the former 
are taken Over by their new manage- 
ment, except in the line of cigars and 
cigarettes, as a price agreement is be- 
lieved to have been made between the 
two interests in other lines. It has 
been planned by the Riker-Hegeman- 
Jaynes interests, however, to expand 
their business in New England, and the 
Liggett company has also planned a 
similar expamsion by adding to its 
chain of stores with stores in New 
York city as well asin the East. Mr. 
Liggett says he intends to open at 
least twelve large new stores in this 
city within the ensuing year. He also 
says that he had an offer of the Riker- 
Hegeman stores last spring, but did not 
take it up aS he deemed the price then 
asked too high. He added, that since 
then he had not contemplated a com- 
bination with the Riker-Hegeman 
interests, but had worked to enlarge 
his own business by legitimate competi- 
tion with his rivals, 

Alfred H. Cosden, first vice-president 
and general manager of the Riker- 
Hegeman Company, declines to affirm 
or deny the probability of the acquisi- 
tion of that company’s and the Jaynes 
Company’s stores by the Whelans, of 
the United Cigar Stores Company. 


When the Riker-Hegeman Company 
was incorporated with its present capi- 
talization it was reported that the in- 
terests behind it, including John H. 
Flagler, were trying to obtain control 
of the American Druggists’ Syndicate 
and the United Drug Company. These 
reports were denied, however, on the 
ground that the American Druggists’ 
Syndicate was purely co-operative and 
needed the retail drug stores as agen- 
cies for its products. The United 
Drug Company has since been incor- 
porated into the Liggett Company. 

In the New England territory, it is 
believed that the purchase of the Riker- 
Hegeman-Jaynes drug stores by the 
Whelans, of the United Cigar Stores 
Company, will put an end to a fiercely- 
waged war between these two corpora- 
tions, which reached its bitterest stage 
in Boston a month ago, when Mayor 
Fitzgerald stepped in to act as arbiter. 
Mr, Cosden then said that the struggle 
between the two corporations was like- 
ly to continue until the authorities in 
Washington took some steps to prevent 
what he described as the underhanded 
method of cutting prices employed by 
the United Cigar Stores Company by 
means of its coupon system. On this 
occasion Mr. Cosden said:— 

“The United Cigar Stores Company, 
in an indirect manner, cuts prices by 
undertaking to sell goods at the same 
prices at which other dealers sell them 
and by giving away coupons with each 
purchase. These coupons are claimed 
to be worth two cents each. Having 
tice these methods on us, we have re- 
duced our prices on cigars and cigar- 
no intention of allowing them to prac- 
ettes, so as to allow our customers two 
cents cash in place of the certificates.” 

Mr. Cosden also said that the cut- 
price fight on tobacco goods was not 
between the Riker-Hegeman Company 
and other drug ompanies, but solely 
between the former and the Unifed 
Cigar stores.

RED, OIL.—While the tone of the 
market for red oil was firmly steady 
prices underwent no_ further change. 
There was a fair inquiry for the sapon- 
ified and seasonable quantities of the 
elaine were moving into consuming 
channels. Elaine was quoted at 6@6\4c. 
per pound, the inside figure holding on 
round lots. Saponified red oil at 64%4@ 
je. per pound, as to quality and seller. 

STEARIC ACID.—The market for 
stearic acid was fairly steady, and 
business was reported as fair through- 
out the week. No. 2, or single pressed 
acid, was still on the market at 8%c. 
per pound, but some holders would not 
meet this figure. Double pressed, or 
No. 1, held at 10@10%c. per pound. 
Special grades were commanding up to 
12%4c. 

SOD OIL.—There were no new de- 
velopments in the sod oil situation, 
and prices were steady on the 34c. 
basis. The demand was moderate in 
all quarters. 

SEAL OIL.—Jobbers report a fair 
business and prices were well main- 
tained. Stocks on hand held by job- 
bers at 52@54c. per gallon, as to quan- 
tity. 

SPERM AND WHALE OIL.—Ad- 
vices from New Bedford state that no 
sales of crude sperm oil have been re- 
ported during the past week. The 
stock, amounting to 2,950 barrels, was 
firmly held by first hands.

Last 
year, as you undoubtedly know, there 
Was a tremendous demand received in 
oil at the beginning of the crop season, 
and this demand was not only to be 
found in the United States but in the 
world at large. Preceding last year, we 


had two or three very short crops in the 
world, and this caused a shortage in the 
linseed oil markets. Starting our crop a 
year ago this shortage was very notice- 
able in the fact that large premiums 
were being paid for all near-by contracts. 
In other words, the shortage in the 
world for three years left a great many 
holes to be filled.

“Now, as you know, the United States, 
Canada and Russia- have their crops 
safely harvested. The 40,000,000 estimate 
for Argentine is based on the present 
growing condition, and ft will need an- 
other thirty days before their crop is 
safe. India’s crop will not be harvested 
until February, and We are merely allow- 
ing the same amount of a year ago. From 
these figures you will note that the world 
at large has a prospect of 14,000,000 bush- 
els less than a year ago, but a year ago 
we had shortages of all descriptions to be 
filled. Already when we started this year 
it was estimated that with the surplus 
over last year left in the Argentine, oil 
supplies on hand, not used seed_in store 
and in boats from Duluth and Fort Wil- 
liam, that the total surplus seed and its 
equivalent in oil amounted to 20,000,000 
bushels. In otlier words, the world at 
large started in on Stptember 1, this year, 
with a surplus of 20,000,000 bushels, against 
little or nothing a year ago, 

“This is the situation in which a great 
many cri®&hing concerns have lost sight 
of, and in view of this fact, it would not 
. much 


be surprising to see values sell 
lower than was the case a year ago. 
The fact that the United States has a 


crop of 10,0000,000 less than last year, and 
Canada 5,000,000 less, cuts but little or no 
figure unless foreigners decide to take 
part of the Canadian crop, as American 
crushers carnot possibly use the outcome 


from both this country and Canada. 
With Argentine still shipping liberally, 
and with the prospect of another large 
crop, foreign buyers ate backing away 


steadily, and this has been the one reason 
for the recent decline in all flaxseed mar- 
kets. It seems to me that it will be im- 
possible for any advance to appear in the 
flaxseed markets as long as conditions 
remain favorable in the Argentine as the 
world at large has a greater amount of 
flax in sight at the present moment than 
ever before, and after all the world’s con- 
ditions are bound to govérn jn the end.”

Suggestions for the Utilization of Flax 
Straw. ” 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.)

Toronto, Can., Oct. 17, 
On several occasions recently 
Bradshaw, a resident of Saskatoon, has 
laid before the people of the Western 
provinces figures to show the great 
nomic loss from which Canada suffers 
by the destruction of flax straw. In a 
memorandum prepared on the basis of 
this year’s crop he states that in the 
three provinces, namely, Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta, 1,620,000 acres of 
flax have been harvested, yielding 3,200,00u 
tons of straw, the great bulk of which 
is burned in the fields. It is of a coarse 
grade, being grown entirely for its field 
of seed instead of, as is the case in Ire- 
land, primarily tor its fiber-producing 
quality. Mr. Bradshaw asserts that the 
Western flax straw, if subjected to a spe- 
cial treatment in the rotting process, 
would produce 648,000 tons of coarse fiber 
entirely suitable for the manufacture of 
household textile fabrics. Canada’s con- 
sumption of the coarser variety of linens 
could be produced from the fiber, leavins 
enough to provide all the binder and 
other twines for the Dominion. After 
having gone through further chemical 
treatment the residue of the straw, Mr. 
Bradshaw usserts, can be turned into 
paper at a less cost than wood pulp, 
while the paper product would be of 
much higher quality than that obtained 
from wood. “It may be,”’ he sa “tha 
the flax-producing areas of the inadian 
West is no more than a dream. But 
many vast industrial developments have 
had their inception in just such dreams. 
There is undoubtedly at the present mo- 
ment an enormous waste of flax straw 
in the West. That straw is the raw ma. 
terial of the linen industry, and Canada 
imports almost all her linens. She im- 
ports also enormous quantities of coarse 
fiber for the making of binder-twine. 
Now that we are getting to work on the 
production of things we need for our own 
consumption, why should we not try to 
make use of the enormous supply of flax 
straw now burned every year in the 
West?”

Trade Wants the New Cocaine Order 
Suspended. 





WASHINGTON GOING SLOWLY IN THE 
MATTER, GOVERNMI'NT OFFICERS 
SEEMING QUITE WIi.!|. ING TO HEAR 
WHAT REPRESENTATIVES OF THE 
TRADE HAVE TO \Y — MESSRS, 
PLAUT, SCHIEFFELIN \ND KLINE AD- 
DRESS A PROTEST THE SECRE- 
TARY OF AGRICULT E—ONLY ONE 
MANUFACTURER AFF TED 50 FAR.

During the past few dsys considerable 
interest has been displayed by wholesale 
druggists and importers of drug products 
in the declaration proposed by the De- 
partment of Agriculture and adopted by 
the Treasury affecting the importation of 
cocaine, 

It is more than a month since this 
declaration was approved and it was for 


Washington, 


a long time under consideration in the 
Department of Agriculture, especially in 
the drug division and other branches of 


the Bureau of Chemistry, as a means for 
controling the sale of cocaine and pre- 
vent that commodity being employed as 
a habit-forming drug. 

So far as can be learned the only objec- 
tions that have been raised to this dec- 
laration made by dealers, who assert 
that it should be suspended for a period 
in order to readjust conditions in the 
trade whereby some dealers have on hand 
large stocks of cocaine which would not 
be affected by the declaration, and who 
offer propositions which will soon be pre- 
sented to the Secretary of Agriculture as 
a reason for not enforcing the require- 
ments of the declaration, at least for an- 
other year 


The plan adopted in the declaration in 
regard to cocaine, coca, their derivatives 
and preparations is that as a result of 
an agreement between the heads of the 
Agricultural and Treasury Departments 
the Secretary of the Treasury requires a 
declaration to be signed by an importer 
of cocaine, which declaration is to the 
effect that the cocaine shall not be sold 
except upon the receipt of a similar dec- 
laration from the purchaser that the 
commodity will not be sold for use in a 
manner that would be dangerous to the 
health of the people. This acfion is taken 
by the Department of Agriculture in pur- 
suance of the provisions of section 11 ot 
the Pure Food and Drugs law, which au- 
thorizes restrictions upon importations of 
commodities which might be injurious to 
the public health. 


The object sought to be attained in 
proposing this form of declaration to run 


is 


down through the list of purchasers of 
cocaine is to make a record somewhere 
which can be brought to the attention 


of the officials in the various States, or 
to be used by the government to prevent 
importers bringing in cocaine if they al- 
low it to be sold in violation of the pro- 
visions of the Pure Food law. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the plan was devised by the 
department officials as a way of reaching 
cocaine and was not exteéfided to cover 
opium, because under the law of Congress 
the regulation covering the importation 
of opium rests wholly with the Treasury 
Department and the Department of Agri- 
culture has nothing to do with such im- 
portations, except in such indirect way az 


opium might be reached through the 
Food and Drugs Act. 

The question has been raised as to 
whether the Treasury Department, 


through the Bureau of Internal Revenue, 
has anything to do with the enforcement 
of this regulation, and the reply of the 
officials is that the enforcement of this 
regulation is wholly in the hands of the 


Department of Agriculture under the 
Pure Food and Drugs law, and that it 
has not yet been determined as to how 


far down the line from the importer to 


the ultimate purchaser the regulations 
ean or will be enforced. 
It is probable that within the next few 


weeks Secretary Houston, of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, will give consider- 
ation to the details of the regulations, 
which are made in compliance with the 
requirements of a Treasury decision, to 
determine just what steps shall be taken 
to enrorce the terms of the declaration 
as prescribed. As a matter of fact, it is 
regarded by the department officials that 
the declaration would: be self-enforcing 
and that the records can be secured under 
the terms of the declaration from the 
importer down to the final purchaser, 
which would give the government valu- 
able information as to the sales and 
sources of purchasers of cocaine. It is 
also believed that if Congress passes the 
pending opium bills that more effective 
ways will be found for preventing the dis- 
tribution of habit-forming drugs than is 
contained in the policy of requiring dec- 
larations such as is embodied in the co- 
caine declaration, 


; Plaut, and ex-President 
Schieffelin, of the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association, went from New 
York to Washington las€ Monday to con- 
fer with officials concerning the enforce- 
ment of the cocaine Yregulations. They 
were joined by C. Mahlon Kline, of Phila- 
delphia, and at Washington found C. M 
Woodruff. secretary of the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers of Medicinal 
Preparations, and C, J. Lynn, a member 


President 





of the Executive Board of that associa- 
tion, on the ground. These gentlemen 
called at the office of the Secretary of 


the Treasury where they were referred to 
the Secretary of Agriculture. At the 
office of the latter they were turned over 
to Assistant Secretary Galloway, who 
has charge of the matter under. discus- 
sion. To the Assistant Secretary they 
submitted arguments for the suspension 
of the regulation for six months. Chief 
Chemist Alsherg was present and made 
some remarks which were in effect prac- 
tically a presentation of the wholesale 
men’s position in the matter. Upon being 
requested by the Assistant Secretary to 
reduce certain of thefr arguments to 
writing, Messrs. Plaut, Schieffelin and 
Kline. acting for the Committee on Anti- 
Narcotic Legislation of the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association. ad- 
dressed the following letter to the Secre- 


tary of Agriculture. under date of Oc- 


tober 14;— 

Dear Sir:—The Special committee on Antl- 
Narcotic Legislation of this association was 
created to promote efficient legislation to re- 
strict the sale of morphine and cocaine to legi- 
timate channels. It feels that it is of the ut- 
most importance that the Harrison bill (CH. R. 
No. 6282), which passed the House of Repre- 
sentatives June 26, 1913, should pass the Sen- 
ate and become a law. This bill provides that 


the dealers in these drugs shall be licensed, 
and shall record and report their purchases, 
and it is made effective through severe penal- 
ties. The President has sent a special mes- 
sage to the Senate urging the passage of the 
bill, and we have every hope and expectation 
that it will speedily be passed, and we wish 
every obstacle to its passage to be removed. 
It is clear that if it is enacted it will do all 
and more than is sought to be done under 


Treasury decision 33,456, but the opponents of 


the bill may argue that no more legislation is 
necessary if the Treasury Department is al- 
ready employing means to secure a record of 


the sale of the drugs. 

We respectfully petition that Treasury deci- 
sion 33,456 be suspended or revoked in order 
that the Harrison bill may have a free course. 

We are convinced that the Harrison bill pro- 
vides a more complete way of tracing the sales 
of morphine and cocaine than does Treasury 
decision 33,456, and that to maintain the de- 
cision in force at the present time will in no 
way safeguard the sale of the narcotics. More- 
over, if the decision is kept in force it will 
work an injustice to certain importers, as the 
declaration has not been required on every im- 
portation since May 29, 1913, with the result 
that there would be only a partial record of 
sales and a discrimination against sorne houses. 

Mr. Plaut said to a representative of 
the Reporter that owing to the limitea 
authority of the Federal Government in 
matters pertaining to traffic conducted 
wholly within any one State, it was 
doubtful whether the Washington officials 
could enforce the Treasury order. He 
thought that if they attempted to do 
so, honest dealers would be unnecessarily 
harrassed, while the portion of the trude 
that cater to the ‘‘dope fiends’’ would go 
ahead as if no such regulation were in 
existence. He thought the Harrison bill 
would soon become a law, in which event 
the Treasury order would, of course, be 
superseded by the more drastic provisions 
of the act of Congress,

Painters Strike at Chicago. 3 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Chicago, Oct. 17, 1913. 
Members of rival painters’ organizations 
have become involved in controversy 
among themselves, and as a result work 
has been stopped on practically all of the 


new buildings in course of construction 
at Chicag According to officials of 


Painters’ Council No, i4 about 1,000 paint- 
ers and glaziers went on strike last Wed- 
nesday. The trouble has been brewing for 
several weeks, but matters did not ap- 
pear alarming until two weeks ago, when 
the painters’ district council withdrew 
from the building traders’ council because 
of objections to the administration of 
President Simon O’Donnell. Another or- 
ganization was quickly formed to replace 
the painters’ unions that withdrew, and 
the new unions were given work on many 
of the large contracts. This action on the 
part of the building trades was respon- 
sible for the strike of the old union men, 
according to the leaders. No_ warning 
was given the contractors by the men 
who went on strike, but in spite of this 
little inconveniece has been suffered oc- 
casioned by their action. C. W. Gindele, 
president of the Building Construction 
EXmployer’s Association, said that most 
of the painting for this year has been 
completed and that no serious inconven- 


ience will be felt by contractors. Joseph 
B. Noelle, a large painting contractor, 
expressed practically the same opinion. 


Three of the larger buildings affected by 
the strike are the Continental and Com- 
mercial National Bank, Marshall Field 
Building and the Conway Building. It is 
expected, however, that matters will be 
straightened out in a short time and that 
painting operations will be again resumed.

mitted heavy accumulations, or in 
view of the prospect for large yields 
from this year’s crop, and consequent.y 
heavy arrivals here within the near 
future. Some of the Mexican  prod- 
ucts, on the other hand, have been 
udvanced again in view of the dif- 
ficulties still encountered in obtaining

duction, because of the continuance of 
revolutionary activities there. 


Despite the doubling of 
duty for opium, local 
have comparatively large stocks on 
hand, are offering their supplies at 
the prevailing before the pres- 
ent tariff provisions became operative.

Consuming demand in general hag 
shown no appreciable improvement 
during the interval. More attractive 
prices are registered for some items, 
but buyers as a rule have preferred to 
operate cautiously and await the fur- 
ther effect of new tariff revision. Dis- 
tributors assert that shipments against 
regular contracts are fair and state 
there is less desire to cancel orders. 
From present indications it appears as 
though demand may continue relatively 
light for textile purposes until the trade 
is adjusted to meet new tariff regu- 
lations. Among the week’s features 
is a further decline jn the price of 
white powdered arsenic. Spot was ob- 
tainable at 3%c., which is the lowest 
price registered this year and since 
March, 1912. Carbon tetrachloride has 
felt the effect of tariff changes and is 
off 4c. a pound, to 7%c. on spot. Gla- 
cial acetic acid, 99% per cent., is lower, 
round quantities being obtainable at 8c. 
in carboys against a former price of 
8%c. The decline is attributed to the 
lower cost of crude materials. Caustic 
potash has been sustained at the late 
decline, but the trade is rather uncer- 
tain regarding the maintenance of val- 
ues. A firmer tone is noted in caustic 
soda and soda ash, but former prices 
are still current. Chloride of barium 
has advanced on spot owing to a fur- 
ther decline in local holdings. Crude 
Saltpeter shipments from Calcutta are 
slightly firmer. 3elow is a detailed 
market report of the principal items of 
chemical interest, also a summary of 
the London, Liverpool, Antwerp and 
Philadelphia chemical markets:- 

HEAVY CHEMICALS, 


BICARBONATE OF SODA. — The 
market retains a uniform appearance 
and sellers report the usual inquiry in- 
cident to this period of year. The call 
for contract deliveries is fair and it is 
stated that shipments to the baking 
powder, lumber and mineral water 
trades are keeping production well ab- 
sorbed. Sales are effected at 1c. for bulk, 
1.10c, for kegs, f. o. b. works, and a 
premium of 1-5¢c. is exacted on all de- 
liveries in this section, less the usual 
discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Sellers have 
maintained prices at 1.25c. for spot of- 
ferings and the undertone of the mar- 
ket is quite steady. Arrivals are said 
to be passing off readily into consum- 
ing channels and domestic production 
is reported well sold ahead. Future 
contract shipments are held at 1.20@ 
1.25¢c., according to brand. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Sales are report- 
ed at the recent advance, although 
business is said to be rather quiet. 
There is an absence of keen competi- 
tion, however, and buyers are accept- 
ing full figures in covering’ require- 
ments.

SALT CAKE.—There is no appre- 
ciable change to note in market condi- 
tions, Contracts are being entered for 
the season’s requirements and glass- 
makers are showing more interest in 
the market. Prices remain steady and 
may be repeated at .55c. in bulk f. o. b, 
works. 

SAL SODA.—Former prices are still 
quoted by leading sellers and business 
passing is described as seasonable, but 
there is an absence of new or important 
development. Sellers quote at .60c, and 
up in barrels f. 0. b., less the usual dis- 
count terms. On spot lots of concen- 
trated sellers quoted on the basis of 
1%c. and up, according to quantity, 
sellers and terms of gale. 

SODA ASH.—Leading sellers report 
a well-distributed consuming demand 
at present prices. The buying interest 
which was checked by the recent ad- 
vance is being renewed and contracts 
covering this year, next and even 1915, 
are said to have been booked. Thers 
seems to be an entire elimination of 
the demoralization which was char- 
acteristic a few weeks ago. Large con- 
tracts for light 58 per cent. are held at 
57¥%ec. per 100 pounds, basis of 48 per 
cent. in bags; 62%c., basis of 48 per 
cent. in barrels, carloau lots, f. o. b. 
makers’ works. The 48 per cent. test 
is quoted at 67%c. per 100 pounds in 
bags and 72\%c. per 100 pounds in bar- 
rels, carload lots f. o. b. makers’ works.

SULPHIDE OF SODA.—Prices are 
unchanged on the basis of previous 
quotations and sales embrace the usual 
proportions incident to this period of 
the year. Contracts are quoted at 1%ce.

ACIDS, 


ACETIC—Glacial acetic acid has been 
reduced to 8c, per pound in a large way. 
Other grades are unchanged at the re- 
cent reduction and sales to paint, color 
and allied trades as well as to the tex- 
tile industry are fairly free.

Battery acid is held at 1@1\%c., and 
oleum at 14@1%c. in drums and tank 
cars. 

TARTARIC.—Distributors’ views are 
firm at the late advance, and the con- 
suming demand is active for current 
wants. There isno appreviable_ re- 
laxation from the strong position of 
argols abroad, and continued firm ad- 
vices are having a tonic effect on acid 
values. Sellers quote 31%@32c. for 
powdered and 314@31%c. for crystals, 
as to quantity and sellers. Cream of 
tartar is held at 24%@25c. for crystals 
and 25@25\4e. for powdered, as to quan- 
tity. 

MISCELLANEOUS CHEMICALS, 


ACETATE OF LIME.—The market is 
steady at the recent decline and saies 
are taking place for prompt and future 
wants. The output is said to be well 
sold ahead, and there is no unusual 
pressure of spot offerings at present 
quotations. Sellers quote 2@2.05c., ac- 
cording to quantity. 

ALUM.—The former selling schedule 
remains effective and dealers report 
a quiet volume of business passing. 
Sales are reported at 1.75c. for ground 
and 24@3c. for powdered grades, as to 
quantity and seller.

There was a gradual return of activities ‘in 
the market for animal ammoniates at Chicago 
this week following the lull that attended the 
absence from local offices of dealers who so- 
journed to Virginia for the fertilizer conven- 
tion. The business done was largely confined 
to small lots of blood and tanukage needed for 
immediate use, but this was amply sufficient 


to keep the market cleared of floating offerings 


and recently advanced prices were rigidly 
maintained. 
Packers are adhering firmly to their stand 


for a 5c. per month premium for futures, and 
developnmets this week in the garbage tangle 
between the city of Chicago and the Chicago 
Reduction Company are expected to prove a 
strong factor in their favor, especially in the 
matter of strengthening the market for tank- 
age.

BALTIMORE FERTILIZER MARKET, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Baltimore, Oct. 15, 1913. 

Some mixed goOds are still being shipped, 
but the movement grows smaller with each 
succeedinz week, and from present appear- 
ances it will not be long before the forward- 
ings of the manufacturers will be merely nom- 
inal and attention will be once More centered 
vpon crude materials. No important develop- 
ments have occurred during the week. Some 
troding in crude stocks has been done but at 
the prevailing prices the demand halts to a 
consilerable extent. and both the buyers and 
the sellers appear to maintain a waiting atti- 
tude. The former are of the opinion that 
values have been forced up to figures that 


cannot be maintained and that must give way 
before long to lower quotations, while the 
sellers seem to be of the belief that the in- 
creasing necessities of the manufacturers will 
force them before long to meet the demands 
of the holders of crude stocks, The business 
done is on a rather lower basis than the cur- 








rent quotations, but it is of restricted volume 
and tends to develop the fact that the pro 
ducers are in quite a strong position. Which 


side will finally yield cannot be indicated with 
clearness at this time. 

FISH SCRAP.—Information received here is 
to the effect that the menhaden fleet continues 
at work, but that the catch does not exceed 
moderate proportions and that the additions 
made to the quantity of scrap are relatively 
small. For several weeks the steamers will 
doubtless remain on the grounds until] in- 
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creasing cold compels them to abandon opera- 
tions. Because of the limited catch the price 
of scrap continues to soar, and advices at 
hand state that as much as $3.50 and 10 f. 0. 
b. factory is being asked. This is a higher 
figure than has prevailed in years, but the 
producers are said to be getting the price 
named, and there is reported to be a prospect 
that the quotations may go even higher, It is 
simply a case of manufacturers of mixtures 
who have established a trade in fish brands 
having to have a certain quantity of Scrap 


to maintain these brands, regardless of the 
price which they must pay for the crude ma- 
terial. To be sure, the market for scrap is 
comparatively limited, but within the limit 
the manufacturers are compelled to meet the 
figures of the fish factories. 

TANKAGE.—The situation with respect to 
tankage is not appreciably changed. Manu- 
facturers of mixtures are holding off with or- 
ders in the hope that they may force values 
of tankage to a lower level, but the large 
producers appear to be equally confident that 
they will get the prices quoted, and there is 
little or no disposition on the part of the 
sellers to make concessions.

The latest evidence of this tendency is a 
proposition to inquire into aleged monop- 
olistic control of commercial fertilizers in 
the country. A resolution is presented in 
the House by Representative Faison, of 
North Carolina, as follows:

trolled by a trust or monopoly, The said Agri- 


cultural Committee is hereby empowered to 





summon all such persons or corporatios, indi- 
viduals and companies handling and manufac- 
turing and selling such fertilizers and chem- 
icals and examine them upon oath, and ex- 
amine the books and records of said sales ana 
manufacture to ascertain if they are not con-
